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LIBERTY AND LICENSE. 


If Mr. William D. Haywood is 
as shrewd a tactician as he is 
credited with being, he will put 
the soft pedal on all this talk by 
I. W. W. members of storming 
the Salem Court House and rescu- 
ing the three Italians on trisl 
there on the charge of being ac- 
cessories to a murder in Lawrence ; 
likewise will he discourage ‘‘dem- 
onstrations” ngainst the ‘long 
continued imprisonment of Ettor 
Giovanitti.” 

Tho merits of the original con- 
troversy are more or less clouded 
by partisan statements, and there 
scons to be ground for belief that 
many of these foreign workers in 
the Lawrenco Mills were inveiglod 
there by highly-colored promises. 
Because of this beliof, there was a 
general feeling of sympathy for 
them at the time of the strike. 

There are two points in the 
present issue that are worth keep 
ing in mind, however. Tho first 
is that Ettor and Giovanitti’s 
‘‘long-continued imprisonment” is 
the result of their own pleas for 
continuances, ns voiced by their 
own attorneys on two different ac- 
casions when the district attorney 
announced his readiness to pro- 
coed with the trial of these cases. 

This is admitted by the attor- 
neys for the defence. It is for- 
mally announced by Gov. Foss, 
after a conference with the attor 
neys for both sides. How futile 
and insincere, then, this appeal to 
the passions and prejudices of 
foreigners ignorant of the laws 
and customs of this country, and 
of this basic fact. 

And what shall be said and 
done to men who incite such a 
movement if this appeal to igno- 
rance and prejudice leads to such 
an attempted jnil delivery as is 
threatened. Wouldn't they be 
accessories tuo if sucha threatened 
juil delivery were seriously at- 
tempted ? 

Free speech is highly desirable, 
but there can be speech that is 
too free. The line that separates 
liberty from license is a pretty 
narrow one. Where is tho liberty 
of the working people of Luw- 
rence who refused to join in this 
‘«demonstration” xsgainst this 
‘long continued imprisonment of 
Ettor and Giovanitti,” and who, 
because of this refusal were as- 
snulted on their way to work? 

We are just awakening to the 
fuct that there has been a good 
deal of maudlin twaddle about 
this Lawrence strike. It is high 
time to look at the facts sanely, 
and unpartially. It is well to be 
sympathetic for the welfare of 
working people, but this sympa- 
thetic strike in behalf of an un- 
truth and these threats of jail de- 
liveries deserve the severest re- 
buke, and we should not cry out 
about brutality if the Lawrence 
police are compelled to pound a 
few ideas in or out of the heads of 
some of these malcontents.

More Valuable Than Gold, 


Io 1911, according to the United 
States Geological Survey, 2,390 ounces 
of palladium were produced, 800 
ounces from crude foreign and domestic 
sauds aud the rest from the refining of 
copper ores and aopper bullion.

According to the Bureau of Statistics 
1,218 troy ounces of palladium were 
imported into the United States iv 1911 
the value assigned being $56,807, or

‘The Floating Hospital 
hus finished its good work for the sea- 
son but the Convict Ship remains to do 
yood eveo now in her hoary old age by 
providing an object-lessou inteusivs iu 
its realism of the progress of humanity 
in the years that have elapsed since she 
was ove of the Felon fleet. During 
lust week the **Success” proved to be 
one of Boston's greatest attractions to 
the visiting delegates to the Loterna- 
tional Congress of Chambers of Com 
merce. Particularly ioterested were 
the European visitors, many of whom 
made a lengthy inspection of the unique 
old vessel and to whom conditions such 
as those obtained ou the ‘Success’ 
when io ber beyday as a floating prison 
were vot as strange and remote ar 
they are to the native American. A 
visitor from Ireland recalled the many 
names of meu now living who in the 
troublous times of 1848 and 1867 
served timo ou the ‘*Success” or her 
sister convict ships when carrying 
Britaio’s unfortunate doomed prisoners 
to the then iobospitable antipodes 
Che **Suceess” remains « short time 
longer at Warren Bridge near the 
North Station.

THE HOODED COBRA. 


ite Peculiar Transformation When Ex- 
ated or irritated, 

The cobra, or cobra de capello, to give 
ts full title, also known as the hooded 
or spectacle snake, is not only one of 
she most venomous of the serpent fam- 
fly, but one of the most numerous, and 
the world over has less than half a 
jozen rivals, the most prominent of 
which are the cleopatrine asp, or Afri- 
tan cobra, the fer de lance of the Carib- 
bean archipelago, the tle paloonga, or 
cobra moull of Ceylon; the West In- 
dian trigonocephalous and the tiger 
snake of Australia and Tasmania, 

When at rest the neck of the cobra Is 
hot of greater diameter than the head, 
but when confronting an enemy or ex- 
cited by passton and irritation it raises 
the front balf (or a little more) of the 
body vertically from the ground, draw. 
Ing the posterior portion into o coll, 
until ft forms, as it were, a sort of 
spiral spring. By means of this, aided 
by an extraordinary muscular power 
und the elusticity of its frame, it Is en- 
abled to launch itself forward with 
lightning-like rapidity and even leap, 
if necessary, to some distance. 

While thus erect it holds itself as 
rigidly as an tron bar, and the neck at 
once begins to swell to prodigious size, 
forming the peculiar protuberance that 
is known as the “hood” and exhibiting 
warkedly two connecting spots of 
white, to which it owes its title of 
“spectacle suuke.”’ This “hooded” ap- 
pearance is due to the loose and flexible 
character of the first nine pairs of 
tibs, which, by a peculiar action of the 
muscles, draw forward and spread out 
the ribs

tive mountain district of the Canton

u poem in honor of his lady, and at the 
theetings a tine was imposed upon the 
member who did not sigh five times 
Within a quarter of an hour, 

Aguin, there was the Abduction club, 
organized In 1766 by some well con- 
nected Irish youths, who banded them 
selves together to abduct beiresses and 


sood looking young women of gentle 
hirth As there was a large member- 


stip. tniny forced marriages took place 
in consequence of their exploits. The 
evil became eventually so serious that 
ao spechil act of parliament was passed 
tinaking abduetion a capital offense. 

‘The menibers assisted each other by 
providing relays of horses and car- 
tinges Whenever necessary. The wealth 
of the two sisters Kennedy, daughters 
of Richard Kennedy of Rathmeaden 
manor, Waterford, caused the attention 
of the members to be drawn to them, 
Gerald Byrne, grandson of Sir Gregory 
Byrne, and James Strange Villard were 
drawn in the lottery, and the abdue- 
tion took place on April 14, 1779. 

The principals were arrested, tried 
and condemned and they were execut- 
ed in the following May, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that ministers of the 
court of Vienna, grandees of Spain and 
French nobles implored their pardon.

Text of the Lesson, Mark vi, 45-56 
Memory Verses, 49, 50—Golden Text 
Matt. xiv, 27—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M, Stearns, 


This incident is recorded by Matthew 
Mark and John, the latter telling us 
that when the people saw His mighty 
works they were inclined to take Hin 
by force and make Him a king, so He 
fleparted into a mountain Himself 
alone (Joha vi, 15), They saw a mar 
of unusual power under whose rule ne 
one need ever be hungry or sick or 
die, and some thought He might be the 
looked for Messiah, and they would 
therefore proclaim Him king. They 
did not know that He was really the 
God appointed King of the Jews and 
did not understand that the rulers had 
rejected Him and were only watching 
their opportunity to kill Him. He knew 


all things and could wait His time 
saying, “Even so, Father, for so it 
seemeth good in Thy sight.” Here is 


another perplexing item to little faith 
He sent the multitudes away in peace 
to rest, but sent these weary disciples 
out to a night of toil and Into a storm 
while He went up into a mountain 
apart to pray. Again let us say and 
hold it fast, “As for God His way its 
perfect.” “Just and true are Thy 
ways, thou King of nations.” (Is 
xvili, 80; Rev. xv, 3.) If we are His by 
His precious blood we must be willing 
to learn the necessary obedience fot 
service in the kingdom by suffering, 
even as He did. (Heb. fi, 10; v, 8; Phil 
i, 20.) Trials are essential as part of 
our training. (I Pet. iv, 12, 18.) Verse 
48 says that the wind was contrary. In 
John vi, 18, it is said that it was a 
great wind, and in Matt. xiv, 24, that

Everything that 
does not honor Jesus as God and rest 
only on His great sacrifice for the for 
giveness of sins, however religious it 
nny seem, cannot be of God and must 
therefore be of the devil.

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OPPORTUNITY. 


Next Monday the Evening 
scheol opens. This is one of Op- 
portunity’s ways of beckoning to 
the ambitious. How many will 
respond, and of this number how 
many will persevere with the de- 
termination to make this school a 
stepping stone to success? 

Every employer of labor in this 
city ought to urge his employees 
to attend this school, and enoour- 
age them to apply themselves reg- 
ularly. Education will produce a 
higher citizenship, not merely 
among the foreign-born but among 
our native population, In fact, this 
special urging might well be ap- 
plied to the latter rather than to 
the former. Those coming from 
lands where free education is un- 
known or restricted, are much 
more appreciative of the opportun- 
ity afforded them than those 
brought up where educational ad- 
vantages are to be had for the avk- 
ing. 

oe is pitiable to see young fel- 
lows, natives of the soil, lounging 
in street oorners or pitching 
‘‘craps” in school yards when they 
might employ their spare time in 
productive development. By and 
by they will wonder how it is 
these ‘‘foreigners” have out- 
stripped them and are building 
brick blocks and conducting busi- 
ness enterprises while they are 
condemned to the treadmill of day 
wages and no future. 

The answer is plain enough, 
but the probabilities are they will 
whine that they ‘never had a 
chance.” 

Chances! why, they confront at 
every turn one who really desires 
to find them. He can’t help bump- 
ing into them and stumbling over 
them. Any man can get the equi- 
valent of a college education for 
the asking. 

Why, then, are such opportun- 
ities ignored by so many young 
men to whom they would mean so 
much? Isit pride? Partly. The 
real reason is probably the lazy 
lure of the street, the club rooms, 
the moving picture shows, and the 
dances. It takes some gumption 
to pass these by and apply one’s 
brain at the end of a day’s work, 
but the young fellow who has the 
courage to say ‘‘I will,” at once 
finds that the hardest part of the 
task is acoomplished. 

Another reason probably is to 
be found in the prevalent idea that 
only the elementary branches are 
taught. The School Committee 
will meet any reasonable demand, 
If a dozen young fel- 
lows will come forward and ask 
for special courses, whether it be 
in the classics, in chemestry, phy- 
sics, mechanical drawing, or what 
not, there is no reason to doubt 
that thie instruction will be most 
gladly provided. ; 

There is practically no limit to 
the scope of the instruction, pro- 
vided there is a genuine demand 
for it. During the next few days 
therofore, everyone should ‘talk 
up” this subject, urge these young 
fellows to attend the Evening 
School, and, far from quitting 
after tho first few nights, encour- 
ago them to persist and persevere 
so that as the term comes to a 
close there may bea demand fer 
an extension of the school per- 
iod. They say that Opportunity 
knocks once at every man’s door. 
For some of these young fellows, 
this may be Opportunity’s signal.

A POSSIBLE BASEBALL FEAT. 


Might Strike Out Fifty-four 
Men In One Game. 

So frequently hus the question “Is it 
possible for a pitcher to be credited

With more «whan three strikeouts in 
vn inning?" been addressed to the 


sporting editor that an extended cal 
culution was recently made us to the 
number of strikeouts a pitcher could 
score ip a game und shut out the op- 
posing team. ‘This was suggested by 
n note that nppeared reading, “What is 
the largest number of strikeouts with 
which a piteher can be credited in any 
Kume of nine innings and at the same 
time score a shutogt?" The answer was 
“Kifty-four,” which answer is correct. 

To this 2 superannunted alleged ex- 
pert, a man who made himself deaf 
knocking others, came back to this ef- 
fect: 

“Since we have followed baseball we 
have yet to see the time when a pitcher 
cun strike out ‘fifty-four’ players. 
‘Pwenty-seven strikeouts ure as much 
as ‘a’ pitcher can do in any game of 
baseball in this country, At least we 
have not heard of any ruling which 
changes the number of outs required 
for one inuing from three to six.” 

Here's the explanation: It will have 
to be admitted tltat twenty-seven put 
outs are ali that are legally required to 
retire an opponent in nine tunings, but 
that isn't tue proposition. Ufider thu 
scoring rules that obtain in these mod- 
ern days of baseball, a pitcher is cred- 
ited with a strikeout even if the catch- 
er misses the third strike. 

In other words, errors by the catcher 
could fill the bases, while at the same 
time the pitcher would be credited 
with a strikeout against each batter. 
By retiring three other butters on 
strikes, with the catcher squeezing the 
ball real hard tn each instance, the 
pitcher would be credited with six 
strikeouts to the inning. Six times nine 
is siid to muke tifty-four.—New York 
World,

it Was the Most Popular Thing Tom 
Hood Ever Wrote. 

During his last [lness Tom Tood in 
am idle moment made an imaginative 
sketch of Lis own tombstone, He drew 
himself reclining at full length on a 
thick slab of stone. on the edge of 
which in lirge cupitals he wrote, “He 
Sung the ‘Soug of the Shirt.” ‘This 
was the only inscription, and, as he 
himself has said, ‘om Hood needs no 
other, 

How much he felt und prided him- 
self upon the song by which he became 
known und loved by millions is shown 


by this and the following fact: “If I 
were ennobled these are the arms I 


should adopt.” said he one day, show- 
ing a rough vignette to a friend. The 
sketch contained a very beautiful and 
pathetic idea, It represented a heart 
plerced by a needle threaded with sil- 
ver tears, and beneath was the motto 
fe bad Inseribed on the imaginary 
tombstone. 

“The Song of the Shirt" appenred in 
the Christmas number of the fifth vol- 
ume of Punch, It was unsigned, but 
every paper in the land quoted it, and 
It speedily became the talk of the day 
Hood himself did not think it very re 
tuarkable, but Mrs. Hood liad said to 
him ax she folded it for press: ‘Now, 
mind, Hood, mark yny words, this will 
tell wonderfully, It is one of the best 
things you ever did.” 

Mrs, Hood was right. The song was 
translated Into French, German and 
Itallan. It was printed on cheap cot- 
ton handkerchiefs and parodied times 
without number,

CAMPAIGN ISSUES 


IN A NOTABLE INTERVIEW THE 
PRESIDENT TREATS OF THE 
TARIFF, TRUSTS, HIGH COST OF 
LIVING, WOMAN SUFFRAGE, RE- 
CALL OF JUDGES, IMMIGRATION 
AND GOVERNOR WILSON. 


PROTECTION RAISES WAGES. 


Thinks the Payne Law Has Enabled 
the American Worker to Meet the 
Cost of Living and Maintain His 
Family In Comfort—Every Able- 
bodied Man Willing to Work Has 
Work—City Hotels Thronged With 
Buyers and Farmers Never Better 
Off—Nothing Can Kill Prosperity 
but the Benumbing Glacier of Free 
Trade or a Wave of Anarchy. 


President ‘Taft, when in New York, 
Sept. 24, gave a long interview to the 
hewspupers in which he discussed fully 
the cumpnign issues 

‘This is the interview in part: 

“Mr. President, huve you visited the 
‘Chainber of Horrors’ in Union square, 
where the burdens upon living under 
the high tariff are illustrated?” 

“No, but a New York friend told me 
a little incident in regard to it worth 
remembering. According to the story 
told me, the exhibition includes «1 num- 
ber of articles of clothing tagged with 
the prices nud an alleged statement of 
what the articles would cost with the 
turiff duties deducted. I understand 
that a number of establishments en- 
gauged in the manufacture of clothing 
ure sittuted in the neighborhood, and 
nu Workingman, evidently from one of 
those establishments, strolled at the 
noon hour into the exhibition, Looking 
ubout him, be noticed a cout bearing a 
price tag. and indicating what the cost 
of the cont would be without a tariff 
duty, ‘Whys be remarked, ‘that would 
bring the price of the coat lower than 
What | get for making one. At that 
rate where would | come in? It is 
hardly necessiry to say that he would 
not ‘come in’ at all, unless willing to 
work for one-half to one-fifth of his 
present pay for making 2 coat. 

“The policy of the Republican party 
is not to shut ont foreign mianufiae- 
tures, but to foster domestic manufac- 
tures and to keep the American work- 
ingman employed. 

“The tariff should be revised so far 
as may be necessary to keep prices 
from being exorbitant, so that, as 1 
have explained in my speech of ac- 
ceptance, the manufacturer shall se- 
cure only enough protection to pay the 
senle of high wages which obtains and 
ought to obtain in this country, and 
secure a rensonable profit.”

The typewriter was not per 
fect in those days, as it is now, and the 
keys did not always respond rendily 
Ile declared it was ruining his morals 
that it made him “want to swear.” Ile 
offered it to Howells because, he said, 
Howells had no morals anyway. How 
so Clemens traded the 
machine to Bliss for a sidesaddle. But 
perhaps Bliss also became afraid of the 
influence, for in due time he brought 
it back. Howells, again tempted, hesi 
tuted and this time was lost. What 
eventually became of the machine ts 
not history.

An amusing incident of the healthy 
boyhood of the great coinposer, Jo- 
keph Haydn, is given by Mary Maxwell 
Moffat in her biography of the Aus- 
trian empress, Maria Theresa, 

When von Reutter became choirmas- 
ter of St. Stephen's cathedral he had 
Joseph Haydn among his pupils. 

During a visit to the Hungarian 
Prince Esterhazy, in 1773, Maria The- 
resa took occasion to say a word of 
praise to Haydn, who had composed 
the music of the opera given in her 
honor and had conducted the perform- 
ance, She expressed the conviction 
that she had seen him before, although 
she could not remember the occasion. 

“The last time your majesty was 
pleased to take notice of me,” said 
Haydn, “you ordered ine a good thrash- 
ing.” 

“That does not sound like me,” re- 
Joined the empress. “How did it hap- 
pen?" 

Then Haydn told of a Whitsuntide 
when, with other pupils of Von Reutter, 
he had been brought to Schoenbrunn to 
sing in the chapel. Between the serv- 
ices the boys took to clambering over 
the scaffolding of the néw wings of the 
palace, The empress caught sight of 
them und sent word forbidding the 
dangerous sport. But the attraction 
of the scaffolding was irresistible, On 
the following day the boys were again 
risking their necks.

The Glowworm Cavern. 

The greatest wonder of the antipodes 
ls the celebrated glowworm cavern, 
discovered in 1891 in the heart of the 
Tasmanian wilderness. The cavern or 
‘aiverns (there appears to be a series of 
such caverns in the vicinity, each sepa- 
rate and distinct) are situated near the 
town of Southport, Tasmania, in a 
limestone bluff, about four miles from 
Ida bay. The appearance of the main 
cavern is that of an underground river, 
the entire floor of the subterranean 
passage being covered with water 
tbout a foot and a half’in depth. These 
wonderful Tasmanian caves are sim- 
llar to all caverns found in limestone 
formation, with the exception that 
their roofs and sides literally shine 
with the light emitted by the milllons 
of glowworms which Inhabit them. 

Pharaohs Had the Hookworm. 

The hookworm has been preying on 
main perhaps for thousands of years. 
A papyrus written 3,460 years ago con- 
tains a description of a disease in 
Beypt which many physicians declare 
was the hookworm disease. It describes 
it too necurately to be anything else. 
In recent times it was observed In 
Egypt first in 1838, but the first record- 
ed treatment was made in 1887. 
Whether or not malaria was one of 
the chief causes of the downfall of 
Greece and Rome, it is very certain 
that hookworm disease has played a 
part in Asiatic history. The anemic 
condition of milNons of people, century 
after century, hus profoundly affected 
their economle life, their intellectual 
qualities, their social habits and Ideals 
and their religion. Of that there can 
be no doubt..-World’s Work.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark vii, 1-13. 
Memory Verses, 5, 6—Golden Text, 
Rom. xiv, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


Taking up the incidents between the 
last lesson and this one we note that 
because they did not consider Mis won- 
drous works, such ns the feeding of 
the thousands, they were amazed at 
His stilling the storm and walking on 
the sea, That was Israel's trouble all 
through, and It is ours; we do not 
consider, or if we do it is ourselves 
or our circumstances or people and not 
Him who should occupy all our 
thoughts (vs. Heb. lil, 1; xf, 8). In 
chap. vi, 63-56, what a multitude of 
sick folks gather unto Him, see the 
streets In the villages filled with them, 
all hoping that He would pass near 
enough for them to touch the border 
of His garment; how beautiful to read 
that “as many as touched Him were 
made whole.” 

Then follows the great discourse on 
the bread of life, the bread which 
came down from Heaven, even Him- 
self; and His reply to the question, 
“What shall we do that we might work 
the works of God?" In considering 
His reply remember that believing 
means recelving (Joln 4, 12) or commit 
ting oneself unto Him (John il, 24). 
I am continually helped by John vi, 
57, “As the living Father hath sent 
Me, and I live by the Father, so he 
that eateth Me, even he shall live by 
Me.” Also verse 63, “The words that 
I speak unto you, they are spirit and 
they are life." To many even among 
true believers, He and His words are 
still hidden manna of which they have 
not yet tasted the sweetness, or hav 
ing no spiritual appetite they loathe 
the heavenly food. They have life, 
having Him, but not abundant life. 

There were many in His day, as 
there were also in the days of the 
prophets and as there are in our own 
time, whose religion is wholly outward. 
simply a matter of externals, of out- 
ward forms and ceremonies—they are 
referred to In verse 6 of our lesson jn 
a quotation from Isalah, Let us hear 
two quotations from the prophets con 
cerning them, “This people draw near 
Me with their mouth and with their 
lips do honor me, but have removed 
their heart far from Me, and their 
fear toward Me Is taught by the pre- 
cept of men” “They come unto thee 
as the people cometh, and they sit be- 
fore thee as my people, and they hear 
thy words, but they will not do them, 
for with their mouth they shew much 
love, but their heart goeth after their 
covetousness” (Isa, xxix, 13; Ezek. 
xxxlil, 81) In addition to what our 
Lord said about them in this lesson 
He said elsewhere, “All their works 
they do for to be seen of men.” “Ye 
mike clean the outside of the cup and 
of the platter, but within are full of 
extortion and excess." “Ye outward- 
ly appear righteous unto men, but 
Within are full of hypocrisy and in- 
iquity” (Matt. xxill, 5, 25-28). These 
are the men who, in the lesson for to- 
day, find fault with Christ and His 
disciples for not practicing the many 
outward washings of their religion 
There are multitudes of such formal- 
Ists still who are very religious, but 
it Is all outward, and they know not 
the true God, who searcheth hearts 
(I Sam, xvi, 7; I Chron, xxvilil, 9; Jer 
xvil, 10; Rey, if, 23). In II Tim. fil, 
1-5, we read that the end of this age 
will be characterized by a form of god- 
IIness without any power, and truly it 
{s already visible enough and tending 
to a greater manifestation of the same. 

Inasmuch as it was foretold that It 
would be so, we are not surprised at 
it, and rejoice that He cannot fail nor 
be discouraged (Isa. xlii, 4), but the 
question may well search us, Am I 
real in my life,, living before God 
rather than men and studying to shew 
myself appreved unto God (II Tim. ff, 
15; Il Cor. vy, 9). Our Lord desires a 
holy people, a people meet for His 
use (I Pet. 1, 15, 16; IT Tim, fl, 21), but 
the cleansing must be inward, by His 
spirit and His word applying the 
blood (Ps, li, 10; Rom, xii, 2; John xvi, 
17; Eph, v. 25, 26). This matter of de- 
filement by unwashed hands 1s briefly 
and decidedly disposed of by our Lord 
in these words, “To eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man” (Matt. xv, 
20). In Matt. xv, 11, and verse 15 of 
our lesson we learn that what cometh 
out of the mouth, not that which goeth 
into the mouth, defileth a person, for 
out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh, and out of the evil 
heart proceedeth all eyll deeds and 
words (vss, 20-28; Matt, xil, 84). 

No mere outward religion is of any 
eternal value, but may be of some 
benefit as far as this present world 
is concerned. The great cry of today 
about the uplift of the race, the Chris- 
tlanizing of nations, making an end of 
war, ete, Is all from the proud, fool 
{sh heart of man, without any refer- 
ence to the great Prince of Peacey who 
flone can bring peace. All mere hu 
"tan effort as well as all people who 
tre not God's planting must be rooted 
up, overthrown, broken to pleces, and 
He who created all things by His 
word shall bring peace on earth by 
Tis word, Ile will speak peace, His 
word will do it, as it will also slay the 
wicked (Ps, Ixxxv, 8; xivi, 0; Isa. x, 
4). Only by His word and His spirit 
revealing Himself can He give peace 
to any Individual, but to any one thus 
receiving Him He becomes peace tn- 
deed, life Indeed, eternal redemption.

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THE DOMINANT ISSUE. 


The dominant issue of the State 
Campaign ie whether a Republican 
or a Democrat will sucoeed Sena- 
tor Crane. 

Ex-Gov. Draper and Congress- 
man Wooeks are avowed Republi- 
can candidates. Mayor Fitzger- 
ald will be the mominee of the 
Democrats. Theo Progressives 
have not yet crystallized in behalf 
of any candidate. Doubtless the 
great majority of them would seri- 
ously object to Fitzgerald, and 
perhaps a good many really hope 
to elect cnough of their candidates 
to the Legislature to swing tho 
senatorship to a candidate of their 
own.

Between Draper and Weeks 
there is no personal feeling. 
Kither would give way to the 
other rather than seo Fitzgerald 
win. Each has un honorable am- 
bition, but their individual am- 
bitions are subordinated to their 
desire for the success of Republi- 
can principles. 

As a practical question, the is- 
suc lies between these two men 
and Mayor Fitzgerald, and tho 
answer will be determined by the 
vote for Representatives. If 
neither of the Republican Candi- 
dutes for the senatorship typifies 
the ideal of the Progressives, does 
Mayor Fitzgorald more nearly ap- 
proximate it? If he does not, the 
Progressives should keep out of 
Representative contesta. They 
cannot win. 

It will be another onse of ‘‘a 
house divided against itself.” It 
will mean the election of a Demn- 
ocratic legislature, and that in 
turn, will mean uot only the elec- 
tion of John F. Fitzgerald to the 
United States senate but also that, 
of Martin Lomasney as Speaker of 
the House.

A severe pron 
joy once in three or four years upsets 
the equilibrium of the tree, and in the 
long run is not economical. As a rule 
pruviog should be done while the tree 
is dormant, Some prefer to prune iv 
the early spring for the reason that 
wounds made at this time usually hen! 
more readily, If the work is started 
iu the fall it is more likely to get the 
alleution that it deserves, and when 
the first euitable days for spraying ar- 
rive the trees will be randy.

Letter From The 
State Ornithologtist 


KOBOLINKS AND ARMY WORMB. 


Now the clear frosty nights send the 
tide of bird life southward. The} 
ainaller birds migrate at night and so 
escape the hawks which fly by day. 
When our birds leave their native flelde | 
and woods for the long flight south 
ward, they enter upon a journey 
fraught with many unknown dangera, 
aod many of them never live to come | 
back. As soon an they reach the mid 
die and southern states (hey become the 
targete of numerous guoners both black 
and white. I spent a part of the 
month of September in South Oarolina 
and was ao eye-witness of the whole. 
sale killing of emall birda there for 
food. I was told that every negro bad 
a musket or acheap shot-gun and all| 
but one that I questioned admitted that | 
they owned guns and shot birds. Eveu 
some of the boys were seen hunting 
amall birds with air guus. Ino Septem 
ber, the Bobolink (kuowa in the Caro- 
lines aod Georgia as the ricebird) is 


the principal game. Millions of there 
birds have been killed for the markets 
of this country and they have been 


shipped even to Paris. I saw many 
negroes bunting them in the marshes 
aud ride flelds nud witnessed the opera: 
tiou of plucking the birds and packing 
them for shipment, Ove party of guo- 
vere had killed in oue forenoon more | 
than a thousand birds. Keach man 
had taken from six to fourteen dozen. 
Others, io pairs, steal upon the birds 
at night with torches, oue man carry: 
iug the torch the other seising the 
dazed birds one at atime, biting their 
heads and dropping them into a burlap 
bag. Sometimes the men get as many 
as 30 dozen each in a vight. Former 
ly when the birds were much more 
plentiful, vast numbers were takon iu 
this way. The negroes told me they 
were paid twenty cents a dozen for 
‘ahoot” birds and twenty-five cents for 
**ketch” birds. At this time the bob 
olink is storing up energy for its long 
flight to South America.

SHORTHAND WRITING. 


“Stenography” Not the Only Name by 
Which It Is Known. 

Shorthand writing is known by other 
hames than “stenograpby.” ‘“Tachygra- 
phy" is only one of them. Its second 
part, of course, comes from the same 
root a8 the latter end of “stenography” 
—that is, from the Greek “grapho,” 
meaning to write. “Tachy”’ is derived 
from the Greek “tachys," meaning 
swift; so only the shorthand writer 
who has the ability to take down rap 
id speech and transeribe it quickly has 
the right to call herself or himself a 
“tachygrapher.” (The “ch" sound is 
like that of "k.") 

“Stenography"” comes from “grapho" 
combined with “stenos,” which means 
“narrow” in Greek. So a “stenogra 
pher” ts either a narrow writer or she 
or he practices “narrow writing.” 

Not so many years ago we heard a 
good deal about “phonography” as a 
name for shorthand writing, but the 
term seems to have gone out of use 
It comes from that same useful root 
“grapho,” combined with “phonos.” 
The latter word means “sound,” so 
that a phopographer is one who writes 
down sound as be hears it. The pho- 
nograph is, of course, an instrument 
for writing or recording sound 

Then there are “brachygraphy 
ganography” and “logography"” as oth- 
er names for what we generally call 
stenography. In the order given they 
are derived from “grapho"” combined 
with “brachys,” meaning “short;” “ste 
ganos,” meaning “coyered;" “secret” (a 
stenographer is one who writes in 
eryptic or mysterious writing, not to be 
read by the uninitiated) and “logos,” 
meaning “‘speech."-—-New York ‘Times,

colors, definntly bade the Army of the 
Potomac to strike. 

Who can forget, too, how quickly he 
accepted Hooker's gage of battle in the 
Wilderness and how a year later—the 
violets were just In bloom again for 
the first time on the blood stained 
ground of Gettysburg—he plunged at 
Grant? 

No eagle that ever flew, no tiger that 
ever sprang, had more natural cour 
age, and I will guarantee that every 
field he was on, if you ask it about 
him, will speak of the unquailing battle 
spirit of his mien. Be not deceived— 
Lee, notwithstanding his poise, was 
naturally the most belligerent man at 
the head of any army in the war.—Mor- 
ris Schaff in Atlantic.

Entire Families Often Take 
the Home Industry, 
The making of saddles, while in the 
hegregate an important local Mexican 
industry, is purely a home affair, the 
artisans for the most part working in- 
dependently in their own homes and 
often pressing the entire family into 
service. The manager of the largest 
wholesale and retail dealers in saddles 
In Mexico City says that all the saddles 
which they handle are made locally at 
home by hand, and he estimates that 
more than 100 families in the city are 
similarly employed 


Many of these handmade saddles are | 


handsomely carved and most creditable 
although the leather as 
a rule is far inferior to that used in 
American saddles. It is the practice of 
retailers to furnish the trees, leather

and fittings of all kinds to the work 
men and pay them for their actual la 
bor. The labor is the cheapest item 


entering into saddle construction, many 
entire families being satisfied with a 
wage of 50 cents to $1 American cur 
rency per day 

The used for the better 
grade of saddle are imported from the 
state of Colima, the cheaper grade of 
sunddies using a tree of local make. No 
Americun saddles or saddletrees 
carried in stock by merchants, 
but are ordered from time to time ac 
cording to the specifications of the in 
dividual purchaser,—Trade and Consu

che Orpiment Workings In the 
Snow Clad Himalayas. 


A DAZZLING BLAZE OF COLOR. 


Splendors of the Dismal Mineral Pits 
as They Sparkle In a Brilliant Mosaic 
of Gold and Rubies In the Light of 
the Flashing Torches. 


High on the flanks of Tirich Mir, one 
of the snow clad giant Himalayas of 
Chitral, are the old mines where orpl 
tment is found, Orplinent Is a ftaky, 
flexible mineral, a Compound of arsenite 
nnd sulphur, the basis of certain beau 
tiful yellow pigments, the auripigmen 
tum of the ancients. In “Sport and 
Life In the Farther Himalayas” Major 
Kennion describes his visit to these 
workings, the first visit to them, he 
was told, ever made by a European: 

“The holes through which the mines 
ure entered are in the face of a precip 
tous rock and are reached by a narrow, 
downward sloping ledge. They were 
about large enough for a hyena to walk 
into without inconvenience. 

“On my arrival five or six men with 
bloodshot eyes and faces covered with 
yellow dust crawled out. Although not 
injurious to health, the orpiment, I was 
told, affected the hands of the miners 
in a peculiar way. That was obvious 
enough. The hands of many of the 
men I saw were shrunken to the bone, 
of a dark slaty color and covered with 
knots and excrescences. 

“I told my guide to lead on, and he 
disappeared into one of the holes, 1 
followed more deliberately, surprised 
at being able to get in at all. After 
crawling a few yards we found our 
selves in a small chamber about eight 


een feet long, in which a man could 
stand upright. The atr was fresher 


than I had expected, but there was no 
orpiment in sight. 

“In the farther corner there was 
what looked like a well, and toward 
this my guide led me. Following his 
example, I sat on the floor and let my- 
self down feet foremost into this dark 
and narrow hole. The shaft did not go 
straight down, and on the whole it was 
ensier to descend than a factory chim 
ney, for here and there were projecting 
ledges on which you could rest your 
toes. But for any one except a sweep 
or an orpiment miner it was difficult 
enough 

“After descending some twenty feet 
| felt my legs swinging in space, a 
hand grasped one foot, guided it to a 
rock and | let myself down on solid 
earth 1 was in another chamber, 
smaller than the first and stuffer. But 
still there was no orpiment. 

“A hole appeared to lead away in a 
downward direction from the farther 
end of the chamber, and on one side a 
lot of debris had fallen My guide 
cheerfully told me that this was the 
grave of eight men, who had been bur- 
ied under this fall of stone while work- 
ing at the end of the passage 

“My guide now disappenred into the 
hole and I had to follow. There was 
no room to crawl—you had to lie down 
and work yourself along with your toes, 
The air was foul and full of sulphurous 
dust. If it had been possible to turn 
round and retreat I think I should have 
done so. After traversing forty feet, 
which seemed as many miles, in this 
painful manner we reached another 
chamber, in which it was possible to 
sit up 

“Here at last was the orpiment, and 
it was almost worth the trouble of com- 
ing to see. Except where the roof was 
blackened by our toreches—the miners 
do thelr work In the dark for the sake 
of purer air—the walls of the mine 
seemed a dazzling, scintillating mosaic 
of gold and rubies. The light was 
thrown back from an Infinite number 
of glittering points, In which every 
shade of red and yellow, from the deep- 
est ruby to the most brilliant scarlet, 


from old gold to the palest sulphur, 
was Intermingled to form an inde 
scribable blaze of color 


“After admiring the fascinating glit- 
ter and gleam and ever changing blaze 
of beautiful color of this display of sub- 
terranean splendor for awhile and 
brenking off a few specimens of vari- 
ous hues I began to long for the upper 
alr, So we began the ascent from Aver- 
nus, which I was pleased to find con- 
siderably easier than the descent.”

Let it burn down 
until entirely consumed, Now reweigh 
the apparatus, You will find that it 
actually weighs more than it did be 
fore the candle was burnt! 

What bad happened? The carbon and 
hydrogen of which the candle was com 
posed have been separated, have drawn | 
oxygen from the air and combined with 
it, fortining water and carbon dioxide 
or carbonic acid gas. The caustic soda 
bas absorbed the carbon dioxide and 
made sodium carbonate and has also} 
ecnught the water. The extra weight is 
simply that of the oxygen taken out of 
the air. 

This is a practical illustration of the 
truth that nothing is ever de-} 
stroyed. Matter changes, but does not! 
to exist. St. Thomas Aquinas 
taught this in the thirteenth century 
thus as in so many other ways antici- 
pating modern scientists—and some of} 
the ancient Greek philosophers under- | 
it.

Churches of All Denominations and the 
Civil Powers of Earth Are About to 
Unite In Common Cause—Pcwerful 
Influence Preparing For the Battle 
of Armageddon—A Reign of Anarchy 
Will Be the Result of the Warfare 
Until The Messiah Takes Control.

Brooklyn, N. Y., 
Nov. 3.— The 
Brooklyn Academy 
of Music was 
crowded to the lim. 
It today to hear 
Pastor Russell's 
discourse on the 
“Battle of Arma 
geddon.” His text 
was: “He guthered 
them together unto 
f placed called in 
the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddon.” 
(Revelation xvi, 16.) The speaker said: 

Armageddon in the Hebrew signifies 
the “Hill of Megiddo,” or Mount of De 
struction. It was famous as a battle: 
field in Old Testament times. 

The Lord has seen fit to associate the 
name Armageddon, with the great con 
troversy between Truth and = Error, 
right and wrong, God and Mammon, 
with which this Age will close, perish, 
und the New Age of Messinh’s glory 
be ushered in. He has purposely used 
highly symbolical figures of speech in 
ihe last book of the Bible, evidently 
with a view to hiding certain impor- 
taunt truths until the due time for their 
revealment. But even in the due time, 
the Bible assur 5 us, “None of the 
wicked shal! understand” (Daniel xii, 
9, 10)—pone who are out of heart bar- 
mony with God—but only the wise of 
His people—the “wise virgin” class of 
the Master's parable. 

| have long avoided presentation of 
iny understanding of our text and Its 
context. I take it up now by request 
and because I believe It {s due time to 
be understood. TI disclaim any special 
inspiration. in some particulars my 
views agree with those of other Bible 
students, and In other respects they 
disugree. Euch hearer must use his 
own judgment, do his own Bible study, 
nnd reach his own conclusions, 

Kindly remember that I am not re- 
sponsible for the figures of speech used 
by the Lord. My Interpretations do In- 
deed constitute a terrible arraignment 
of institutions which we have all rever 
enced und which embrace good people. 
of good words and good works. God's 
suintly people in these various institu- 
tions, being comparatively few, are 
ignored when systems as a whole are 
dealt with in prophecy. 

The Dragon, Beast, False Prophet. 

Our context tells us that three {m 
pure spirits (teachings) will go forth 
from the mouths of the Dragon, the 
Beast and the False Propbet, and these 
three will be in accord, and symbolical 
ly the doctrines are represented by 
“frogs.” ‘These three doctrines are to 
have a mighty influence throughout the 
civilized earth They are to gather 
the kings und their armies to the great 
Battle of Armageddon. 

The ecclesinstical kings and princes, 
and their retinues of clergy and faith- 
ful adherents, will be gathered in solid 
phalanx—Protestant and Catholic. The 
kings and captains of industry, and as 
many us can be influenced by them, 
will be gathered to the same side. The 
politienl kings and princes, with all 
their henchmen and retainers, will fol- 
low in tine on the same side. ‘The 
finnneial kings and merchant princes, 
und all whom they can Influence by the

most gigantic power ever yet exercis- 
ed in ihe world, will join the same 


side, according to this prophecy. 

These “doctrines of demons,” repre 
sented by the “frogs,” will lead many 
noble people In this great army to as 
sume an attitude quite contrary to 
thelr preference, For a time the 
wheels of liberty and progress will be 
turned backward and medieval re- 
straints will be considered necessary 
for self-preservation—for the mainte 
nance of the present order of things 

In giving this interpretation, It is 
necessary for us to indicate what Is 
symbolized by the Dragon, the Beast, 
nnd the False Prophet. Bible students 
of nearly all denominations agree with 
us that the “Dragon” of Revelation 
represents the purely Civil Power 
Protestant interpreters generally agree 
that the “Beast like a leopard” (Reve 
lation xill, 2) represents the Papacy 
But fewer still, we fear, will be ready 
to support our view that Protestantism 
is the “Image of the Beast” (Revelation 
xlil, 15) in our context given another 
name, “the False Prophet.” We urge 
ene to accept our interpretation, 
nor shall we think hard of any who 
refuse it. We will neither slander nor 
otherwise lnjure them now, nor threat 
ep them with eternal torture, They 
tiave the same right to their views that 
1 bave, and the same right to make 
them known to others, And I, for 
one, will be very glad to consider any 
thing which opponents may set forth 
ns their interpretations of our text 

“Unclean Spirits Like Frogs.” 

The symbolisms of Scripture, right 
ly understood, are always forceful 
When the Moly Spirit used a “frog’ 
to symbolically represent certain 
aoctrines or teacnings, Wwe may be 
sure the true application will Ht well. 
A frog has a sage look, a wise look. 
It swells itself up ip an appareat en 
deayor to impress the beholder, Its 
great mouth well represents Its chief 
power, used to croak, 

Applying these symbols, we learn 
that an evil spirit, Influence, teaching, 
will come from the Protestant churches 
federated, from the Church of Rome, 
and from the Civil authorities, all in 
full agreement. The spirit of all wil, 
be boastful; an air of superior wisdom 
and knowledge will be proudly assuin 
ed—all will croak iu barmony, Al) will

Minute spherical larvae of marine 
worlis known as cestodes become im- 
bedded in the soft tissues, as many as 
forty having been found in one Ceylon 
oyster, As the result of irritation the 
oyster forms a protecting sac about the 
intruder, und then, if the larva dies, its 
body is gradually converted into car

The position of the 
body also varies considerably, but as 
a general rule the head ts laid either 
to the enst or to the west The Bon 
gos, however, are an exception, for

The Kus 
siuis have u custom of placing a paper 
passport in the hand of the deceased 
to be shown to Peter at the gate of 
heaven, while at one time in Wales 
“sin eaters” were employed, who by 
eating a loaf of bread over the dead 
body took upon themselves the burden 
of the decensed’s sins 

It would seem that the fear of being 
haunted by the ghost of the departed 
bas had no small effect upon many of 
the rites practiced for the Egyptians 
turn the body round and round so as 
fo confuse the spirit’s tdea of direc 
tion, while the peasants of Branden 
burg pour a pall of water after the 
corpse to prevent Its return, and the 
aborigines of Australia remove the 
nails of the dead, so that they may

WHY CHANGH? 


We believe it wasa wise pro- 
vision by tho framers of the Con- 
stitution of the United States that 
Representatives to the Congress 
should be elected by votes of tho 
electors, and that the Senators of 
the Congress should be elected by 
the Legislatures of tho several 
States, thereby oreating two sep- 
arate bodies to compose the Con- 
gress, the one acting as a check or 
safoty valve upon tho other, 

The House of Representatives 
commonly called Congressmen, 
represent the people, the higher 
body of Senators represents the 
sovereignty of the States and 
should oontinue to be elected by 
the sovereign States only. 

Senators of the United States as 
now provided by the Constitution 
hold a higher, a more dignified, a 
more exalted position in the eyes 
of the world at large than do 
those of a Congressman and why 
lower the high standard that has 
always been maintained by the 
United States Senate by having 
its members olected in the cheaper 
game of pelitics as has recently 
been proposed. 

The present method of election 
has beon in force since 1787 and 
has worked thus far in a most gat- 
isfactory manner and why make 
any change? Why not continue 
it for another 125 yeurs. 

Who are those that clamor for 
a change? Certainly not the sov- 
crein States for they are the only 
power that can change or amend 
the Constitution in any way, shape 
or form and to make such a change 
would require a two thirds vote of 
all the sovereign states. 

Webster's dictionary defines a 
demugogue as ‘‘a leader of the 
people, especially one who con- 
trolls the multitude by specious or 
deceitful arts; a panderer to pop- 
ular prejudices ; an artful political 
orator.” 

Shall we follow the advice of 
such? We think not, hope not, 
believe not.

Mra. Sarah Abble Cutting, wife of 
Franeis Outting, died at her bome in 
Oakland, Calt., October 8, after an ill 
nese of about six months and impaired 
health for several years. In her death 
the Unitarian cause on the Pacific 
Const ban lost the presence of one of its 
most devoted and enthusiastic support 
era. She wae born in Lexington, 
Maas , July 3, 1880, the daughter of 
Lionard and Maria (Cutter) Cutler, 
taught school io early life, practised 
medicine with marked success for 
twenty years after her frat marriage [to 
Joseph R Kendall] and removed to 
California about 1880. Here she de- 
voted her time aud efforts largely to the 
advaucement of the Unitarian cause, 
and was one of the founders, and, av 
long as her strength permitted, one ot 
the most active supporters, of the Oak- 
land ohureh. Her prophetic vision dis 
cerned soon efter her settiement in 
California that a local divinity school 
was essential to the satisfactory prog 
ress and permanence of our cause on 
the Pacifle Const, and, although the re 
alization of her dream waa for many 
years deferred, it wae never forgotten 
or put aside, until in 1904, through the 
combined efforts of herself, her husband 
and Mr. and Mrs Horace Davis of 
Sun Franeisco, the Pacific School for 
the Ministry became a_ reality. 
Thenceforward the achool was the oon- 
trolling enthusiasm of her life, and she 
followed every atage of ita develop- 
in ot with the greatest eagerness, cou 
stantly anticipating its needs, aud ace 
ing ever larger visions of ite future, and 
she possessed a will capable of sur- 
mounting great obstaeles; but her life 
was centred iu her affections and in her 
religious faith. Through this faith she 
rose triumphant over the plysieal in- 
firmities of her later years, believiug, 
as men seldom do, in the conatant, 
living, present reality of God; our life 
a partof his life; his inspirations the 
source of our highest knowledge; and 
our strength aod substance given us to 
be used as his agents. It was because 
this faith brought such strength, ep 
lightenment, and inspiration to her that 
she determined to do allin her power 
to spread it among others. 

Mrs. Cuttiog is survived by ber hus- 
band, with whom her life during the 
fifteen years sioce their marriage had 
been ideal, by two sons in Portland 
and San Diego, by «a brother, Col. A 
D. Cutler of San Francisco, aud by 
two eistere,—K. M. W. in Zhe Chris 
tian Register, Oct 31, 1912.

It is wrelic from the old Bockman 
tavern in Lexington which waa clored 
out at auction this week andthe front 
of the hat is adorned with a gold button 
and chain glittering as brightly today 
as when it waa first made more thau a 
hundred years ago. 

It has been kept in a triangle shaped 
box of wood covered with ancient 
paper of the period evidently of Ko- 
glish manufacture as it beara the Ko- 
glish crown surmounting the rampant 
lion with pictures of triangular hate io 
three corners and the name of J. Me- 
Clelao. The braid upon the hat is of 
the finest texture aud shows evidenoe of 
its expensive quality when first made, 
the whole being in a fine state uf pres- 
ervation

A Woman's Perception Was 
Required to Defeat It

“There are a number of problems be- 
fore the counterfeiter,” said my friend 
Roberts, the detective, “but the most 
important of all is distributing the bills 
after they ure made. There's more 
room for ingenuity in this part of the 
work than any other, and more coun- 
terfeiters are tracked from this clew 
than any other. All sorts of devices 
are resorted to to get the stuff in cir- 
culation, Fersons are roped in by be 
ing offered an enormous price for some- 
thing they own, and when they get 
their pay find that the money they 
have received is counterfeit. In such 
cases the transaction is usually large, 
and when it ts completed the rascals 
disappear without leaving any trace. 
Of methods whereby the bills are put 
into circulation in a small way and con- 
tinuously a case that fell into my 
hands a few years ago {is about the 
best example I ever met with. 

“Tl was sent to a banker who had 
reported some five dollar bill counter- 
feits on his bank's circulation. Every 
how and again a lot of these bills 
would appear, be absorbed and after 
awhile another lot would find their 
way into the hands principally of 
shopkeepers. ‘The only clew that any- 
hody had was this: An old man one 
day went into au drug store and, after

looking carefully over some toothbrush 
es, bought one, paid for it with a five 
dollar bill and received $4.70 in change. 
“The clerk had received through a 
customer, who was beyond suspicion, 
one of these same bills before which 
had been pronounced a counterfeit and 
was suspicious of this one. But in- 
steud of refusing it he gave the man 
his change and sent a boy after him to 
see where he went. While the boy was 
one the clerk took the bill he bad re 
ceived to the bank, where it was pro 
nounced spurious. ‘The boy saw the 
old man who had passed it go into a 
certain house, then returned to the 
drug store and reported the fact. A 
watch was set upon the house, but the 
party who had gone in there was not 
seen to come out or again enter it. 
“This is the point at which I took 
It may be supposed that my 
would be to call at the 
pretext and find ont 
who lived there, Any such act might 
stand against me in the future. In- 
stead. I rented a room opposite the 
suspected premises, where from au win- 
dow I could keep it under constant 
surveillance, and spent many an hour 
watching it. Several times | sat uy 
till daylight in the morning hoping 1! 
might see some suspicious circum: 
stance. An elderly woman lived in 
the house. who, I learned, was 1 
widow with two or three little chil 
dren, She did not appear to bave any 
lodgers, though there was a card in a 
window, “Room to Rent.” I saw one 
or two persons who were passing look 
at the card, ring the bell, enter and

come out, but during my watch the 
room was not hired. 
“One day I received uotice that a 


counterfelt bill had been passed at a 
meat store, another at a newsstand and 
still another at a hardware store. In- 
deed. the reports of the passing of 
these bills came in from all over the 
city. One of the persons on whom they 
Were passed had submitted to be yie- 
timized in order to catch the perpetra- 
tor. Not being sure that the Dill was 
counterfeit, he bad pursued the same 
course us that pursued by the drug 
clerk. The person who had offered the 
bill was a woman, She had been fol 
lowed, and the house she entered was 
watched. But she was not seen mak- 
tng an exit, nor did she ever again ap- 
pear to the watcher or any one else 
concerned 

“When I had gathered these sddl- 
tional facts I felt sure that I had met 
with conditions that would be very 
fifficult to unravel, And yet it appear: 
td that more than one person was en- 
gaged in shoving the counterfeits, and 
the more persons possessing a secret 
the more difficult It Is to keep it. 

“One day the president of the bank 
whose bifla were counterfeited recely- 
ed ab anonymous note written in a 
feminine hand that if he would send 
to such a street and number he might 
be afforded a clew to the counterfelt- 
ers. The note was turned over to me, 
and I replied to it In person. I was 
received by a young woman, who told 
me that a man in a house directly op- 
posite to the one in which she lived 
had excited her suspicions, But she 
could give no reason for this except 
that he appeared to have po business. 

“If 1 were to let it be known that 1 
was a detective working up a case | 
would get a multitude of clews every 
day, and each clew would be more ri- 
diculous than its predecessor. Never- 
theless in this case the girl seemed to 
be so positive that there was some- 
thing wrong about the man opposite 
that I concluded to investigate, The 
best way to do this was to transfer 
my quarters to the Louse she lived tn 
—it was ap apartment house—and set 
up a watch, One of the tats was va- 
cant, und | rented a front room in it. 

“IT bad observed the man opposite 
but # few tines before 1 could under- 
staat rhe virl'’a suavicions, But |

could dive no more reason for mine 
than she could for hers. She was 
quite attractive, and I made the case 
a pretext to call upon her often. I 
talked to her about it a good deal, but 
did not confine myself to it exclusive 
ly. She was much pleased to be con- 
sulted by a detective, and I encour- 
aged her to help me. She said that 
about once in two weeks the man op 
posite sallled forth as though he was 
intending to accomplish something. 
She had noticed this, because at other 
times when he went out he did so list- 
lessly and as though time hung heavily 
on his hands, 1 asked her to let me 
know the next time she saw him go 
out in an energetic mood and try to 
notify me in time to enable me to fol- 
low him, 

“Not long after this she knocked at 
my door and told me our quarry had 
just gone out, appearing to have a pur- 
pose, I ran downstairs and caught 
sight of him turning a corner. He 
soon entered a stationery store, where 
he bought some articles. I did not fol- 
low him into the store, for I knew 
that if he was a criminal he would be 
suspicious of every one he met. My 
purpose was to note the stores he went 
into and If he passed counterfeit mon- 
ey. If he did his game was up, for I 
could arrest him where he lodged. 

“He visited various stores, buying 
something in each, then, instead of go- 
ing to his lodging, entered a house 
where several families were quartered. 
I concluded to wait for him to come 
out, but he never did come out—that 
is, so far as I could see. While I was 
waiting for him several persons en- 
tered and came out of the house, but 
not my man. After waiting for some 
time I telephoned for a person to re- 
lieve me and visited the stores at which 
the man had made purchases. In ev- 
ery store he had passed a counterfeit 
bill. 

“I resumed my watch on his lodg- 
ings; but, although I continued it for 
a week, I never saw the fellow again. 

“By this time the young lady who 
had given me the clew had become 
much interested in the case. Moreover. 
she sympathized with me in my defeat 
and was anxious to do something to 
help me, I couldn't afford to spend any 
more time watching the house where 
the counterfeiter lived, I learned that 
he had simply lodged there, and the 
occupants Knew nothing about him. 
The young woman volunteered that if 
she suw him there again she would at- 
tempt to shadow him and if possible 
communicate with me while she was 
doing so. It was evident that he was 
one of several persons who were shoy- 
ing the counterfeit money, but I had 
no clew to his whereabouts and was 
therefore no better off than before. 

“The fellow went back just once to 
the house in which he had lodged to 
get some clothes he had left there, and 
the young woman happened to see him 
She followed him and caught him on 
one of his rounds getting rid of spu- 
rlous bills. After visiting divers stores 
he went to a house where he disap- 
peared as before. His shadower wait- 
ed from 10 o'clock in the morning till 
4 in the afternoon for him to come out.

SIRIUS, THE DOG STAR. 


It Gives Out Thirty Times More Light | 


and Heat Than Our Sun. 

The dog days are the hottest part of 
the year, a period which the ancients 
associated with the heliacal rising of 
Sirius, the dog star—that Is, when Sir- 
jus and our own sun crossed the merid- 
fan at the same time in midsummer. 
The great heat was supposed to extend 
from twenty days before the rising of 
Sirlus until twenty days after; hence 
the total dog days were forty. The Ro- 
mans dated the period from July 3 to 
August 11, 

The dog days can be no longer iden- 
tified with the msing of Sirius owing to 
the effects of precession, the star rising 
later every year. In time Sirlus will 
cross the meridjan in midwinter, At 
present the dog days are popularly sup- 
posed to extend from July 15 to Aug. 
15, but are not associated with the star. 
This is the hottest and most unpleas 
ant period in our latitude. 

Sirlus, the dog star, may be easily 
recognized, as he is five times brighter 
than any other star in our firmament, 
He gives out thirty times more light 
and heat than our own sun, but is 
555,000 times farther away. He now 
rises about 164% degrees south of due 
east and in our latitude is with us from 
October to May. In midwinter he fs in 
full view for ten hours every clear 
night.—Christian Herald,

WONDERS OF BAALBEC. 


A Building Problem That Has Puzzled 
Modern Engineers, 

Baalbec, or Baalbek, is the name 
given a ruined city lying in ancient 
Coele, Syria, forty-five miles northwest 
of Damascus. : 

There {s nothing particularly re 
markable about a ruined city being 
found in the locality mentioned, but 
the size of the blocks of stone used 
by the ancient builders of this partic- 
ular city is something that has puz 
zled the modern engineers since the 
day when Baalbee was first made the 
Mecca of the oriental traveler. 

There are immense stones on every 
side of the visitor to this ancient pile 
of ruins, but the three most remarka- 
ble blocks—said to be the largest ever 
used in the construction of a building 
—are in a wall back of the temple of 
Baal. 

These immense stones are respec- 
tively sixty-four, sixty-three and sixty- 
two feet in length and each is thirteen 
feet in thickness, but the most wonder- 
ful thing in connection with them is 
the fact they are at a place in the well 
twenty-five feet from the ground, 
How these immense blocks of granite 
were ever raised to such a height is a 
question that has never yet been an- 
swered.

there would be no blue sky bor any 


diffused light. Man's only light of day 
would be that directly radiated by the 
sun, 

Light 1s produced by the vibrations 
of ether in the form of waves of vari- 
able extent, and these short or long 
wives are differently reflected, accord- 
Ing to the dimensions of the grains of 
lust that they meet as they descend 
to earth. The fine dust reflects only 
the shortest waves, the blue. Dust of 
medium thickness reflects the yellow 
and the green waves, while the coars 
est dust reflects nothing but the red 

We owe the blue of the sky to the 
fine dust in the atmospheric heights, 
where the alr is purest. When the 
wind sets the dust in motion the blue 
turns to gray. The smoke of a cigar 
is blue as it Issues from the cigar, 
while the smoke issuing from the 
mouth of the smoker is whitish gray 
because the particles of the gray 
smoke have Increased in volume by 
fixing water vapor. The blue smoke 
of a burning cigar Is like the blue 
sky, and as the water vapor ts fixed 
by the sinoke close to the mouth of 
the smoker so the vapor risen from 
the seas Is condensed on the particles 
of atmospheric dust. 

Without dust earth could have no 
rain. Not a drop of all the water 
evaporated from the oceans could 
come to earth on anything but the 
bearer of its condensations, the dust. 
Were it not for atmospheric dust there 
would be no clouds, no fog, no rain, 
no snow, bo splendid sunsets, no azure 
skies. The surface of the ground, 
the trees, the houses, men and animals 
would be the objects on which water 
vapor would condense. The clothing 
of man and the fur of the animal 
would drip with water. — Harper's 
Weekly,

SHATTERED THE [.OUNTAIN, 


A Volcanic Outburst That Tore Kra- 
katoa Up by the Roots. 

The eruption of WKrakaton, ta the 
Sunda strait Aug. 28, ISSS, still tanks 
first among the appalling cenvulstons 
of nature. 

Krakatoa was a voleanic mountain 
midway between Sumatra and Java, 
but it had been Inactive since 1680, In 
the spring of 1883 it began to show 
signs of activity, On the 26th of 
August loud explosions were heard, 
and on the 28th came the eruption 
that fairly shook the planet, 

The eruption was followed by an 
appalling darkness, with a downpour 
of mud and sand. Then came a tre- 
mendous tidal movement, the water 
receding and then returning and over: 
Whelming the people on the shores. 
The tidal wave was fifty feet high 

When investigation became possible 
it was found that Krakatoa bad burst, 
throwing one part eight miles to the 
horth and burling the other part com- 
pletely over Lang Islind, seven miles 
to the northeast. 

The great mountain literally 
torn up by the roots, ns was shown by 
the fact that over the spot where the 
exploded volcano had stood the sound- 
ing line found a depth of 160 fathoms, 
or 960 feet. Other soundings showed 
that the bottom of the ocean for miles 
around had been changed. Islands that 
had never been seen before appeared 
and others entirely disappeared. 

The damage to human life, done 
chietly by the monster tidal waves, 
has never been definitely estimated, 
but It is known that at least 100,000 
perished. The loss was probably far 
in excess of that number. 

Some idea of the force of the ex- 
plosion may be had from the fact that 
the waves that were started by it and 
driven east and west from the nar- 
row straits, traveled across the oceans 
and met on che other side of the globe. 
Indeed, it was proved that these waves 
crossed at the antipodes and encircled 
the earth no Jess than four times be- 
fore they got back to normal, 

Strange us it may seem, the detona- 


was 


tion accompanying the explosion was 
felt 3.000 miles away, while from its 
very immensity it was almost inaudi- 
ble to the dwellers in the immediate 
vicinity. 

Wonderful, too, were the meterologt- 
cal phenomena following the dread 
enlamity. The sun did not rise or set 
in the old familiar way for more than 
a year nfter the explosion. The clouds 
appeared to be touched with strange 
lurid tints, and the blue of the heav- 
ens did not look as it had looked be- 
fore. The superstitious in all lands 
felt that the very laws of nature were 
changing, and some tinagined that the 
world was nearing its end. 

The explination, later on given, was 
thae the queer phenomena were due to 
the fact that the awful explosion had 
filled the whole upper atmosphere with 
thousands of tons of tine dust, which 
encireled the entire earth and changed 
the aspect of the heavens.—New York 
American,

LIQUID AIR. 


The Way It Acts as a Preservative of 
Animal Matter. 

It is sometimes necessary to pre- 
serve parts of a human body or of 
some other animal for the purpose of 
testing for the presence of poisons, 
In such cases the preservative must 
fulfil certain special requirements. It 
must be able to prevent absolutely any 
decay or putrefaction; it must not It- 
self cause any change in the tissues, 
either structural or chemical; it must 
not introduce any substance that 
would in any way Interfere with the 
subsequent tests or give rise to false 
conclusions, and it must be easily han- 
dled. 

Liquid 


air has been found to he 
quite well ndapted to this use, Its 
low temperature (about 400 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit) prevents ab- 
solutely all putrefaction as well as all 
other chemical change, At the same 
time, it prevents the evaporation of 
any volatile substance that may be 
present, such as carbon monoxide or 
hydrocyanic acid gas, Experiments 
have shown that the most delicate 
tissues, such as glands and brain, are 
quite unaffected by being placed in 
liquid air for a long time, and the 
tissues even retain thelr natural colors, 

lor the purpose of making chemical 
tests In a plece of tissue It is frequent- 
ly necessary to cut the material up 
{nto very small pleces, ‘Tissues that 
have been preserved tn Iiguid alr are 
frozen so hard that they may be 
ground up into a fipe powder.—Har-

Lesson Vil.——Fourth Quarter, For 
Nov. 17, 1912. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark viii, 27, to ix, 
1—Memory Verses, 36, 37—Golden 
Text, Matt. xvi, 16—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M, Stearns. 


This lesson is recorded also in Matt. 
xvi and Luke ix, and we will consider 


it with the harmony of the gospels 
before us. Mimpriss in his harmony 
suys that this is the first particular 
prediction concerning the rejection, 
the death and the resurrection of the 
Christ and was probably apart from 


the multitude and is the first key op 
posed to the leaven of the Pharisees 
Matthew and Mark say that He had 
come into the coasts or towns of Cuesa 
rea Philippi, and Luke adds that He 
Wus alone praying, Ilis disciples being 
with Him, We shall see in the next 
lesson that He was praying also at the 
time of His transfiguration (Luke Ix, 
18, 29). Luke records other instances 
of His praying in chapters fi, 21; vi, 
12; xf, 1; xxil, 41; xxill, 34. He ever 
talked with His Father in heaven with 
the same realization of His presence 
as that of the people about Him. 

People talked about Him and had 
their opinions as they have today. The 
Pharisees who believed in a resurrec- 
tion thought that He might be John 
the Baptist or Elijah or Jeremiah or 
one of the prophets, at which, no 
doubt, the Sadducees scoffed, for they 
did not believe in resurrection or spirit, 
but the Pharisees confessed both (Acts 
xxlil, 8). His next question Js the one 
that should lay hold of our hearts, 
“Whom say ye that I am?” or as He 
put it to the Pharisees at another time, 
“What think ye of Christ?” (Matt. 
xxil, 42.) 

It should not so much concern me 
what others say, but what does my 
heart say, what is He to me _ person- 
ally? Simon Peter, generally the 
spokesman, answered, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God" 
(verse 20; Matt. xvi, 16). See his 
similar testimony in John vi, 69, and 
that of Martha In John xi, 27. Can 1 
look upon Him with His eyes as a 
flame of fire searching me through 
and through and say, O Lord, thou art 
to me the risen Hving Christ, my per- 
sonal Saviour. If so, then blessed am 
I, for our Father in heaven has taught 
me by His spirit (Matt. xvi, 17). The 
words translated Peter and rock in 
Matt, xvi, 18, are not quite the same, 
the first signifying a piece of rock 
easily moved and the other a_ solid 
rock immovable. The rock foundation 
is the great truth that Jesus is God, 
and other foundation can no man lay 
(I Cor, ili, 11; Acts iv, 12). 

The church bullt on this and on His 
great atonement as God can never be 
moved. The company of all true be- 
lievers in Him constitutes this church, 
and all else must come to naught. 
Peter was given the keys of the king 
dom, not the church, and the church is 
not the kingdom, but the heavenly cen 
ter of It. From that time und re- 
peatedly He began to tell them that 
at the hands of the elders, chief priests 
and scribes He must suffer many 
things, be rejected and killed and aft 
er three days rise again (verses 81; ix, 
31; x, 83, 34); but, although to us 
seemingly so plain, His disciples did 
not receive these sayings, not even 
Peter and John, and it is written con 
cerning them that up to the time of 
His actual resurrection from the dead 
they knew not the Scripture that He 
must rise again from the dead (John 
xx, 9). They had not received the 
message of the prophets that the Mes. 
sinh must suffer, die, be buried and 
rise again, though we can see it plain- 
ly in such passages as Ps. xxii; 
lili; Dan. ix, 26; Zech. xi, 10; xiii, 6, 
7. Peter therefore said that He should 
not speak of suffering: “Be tt far from 
Thee, Lord. This shall not be unto 
Thee.” “Pity thyself” (Matt. xvi, 22, 
and margin). Mark our Lord's reply 
and note that what is not of God is of 
the devil and Is an offense to God. 

Relievers are either a sweet 
of Christ or salt that has lost 
There is no room for self in a disciple 
of Christ. It must be always a denial 
of self, taking up the eross daily and 
following Him; always delivered unto 
death for Jesus’ sake, that the life of 
Jesus may be manifest in us; reckon 
ing ourselves dead unto sin and alive 
unto God (iL Cor. iv, 10, 11; Rom. vi, 
11). There {is no cross of gold or jet 
or jewels or flowers seen in Scripture, 
but only a cruel cross of death, 

It means crucified to the world and 
the world to us, seeing Jesus only. To 
one life means business, to another his 
profession, to another pleasure, to an 
other this or that great scheme, phil 
anthropic perhaps, or just to make 
money, but one who is right with God 
“To me to live is Christ.” He 
not ask us to suffer with Him 
without setting before us the glory of 
the kingdom to whieh He has called 
(I Thess. if, 12; 11 Thess. if, 14; I Pet 
y, 10), and to which Ie refers in verses 
88 of our lesson, and which we shall 
see more clearly in next week's study 
of the transfiguration, and to which 
the last verse of this lesson (Mark ix, 
1) clearly belongs. It was the God of 
glory who appeared to Abraham (Acts 
vii, 2), and we can only be sustained 
in the patient waiting, as He and 
others were, But the chureh as a 
Whole is as blind to the glory of His 
kingdom as the disciples were to Tis 
death and resurrection, not because It 
Is not plainly revealed, but 
other thoughts and ways 
room for His.

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THE MAYOR. 


It was stated before the meot- 
ing of the Citizens Municipal 
League in Concert Hull last week 
that ‘the office of Mayor did not 
amount to much and was of little 
consequence ; that it was more im- 
portant that wo secure a business 
board of aldermen.” 

The Mayor is the chief execu- 
tive officer of the city and as such 
is directly responsible to the citi- 
zens for the proper conduct of its 
affairs, If the Mayor's chair is 
occupied but only partially filled 
by a real executive it is a fault for 
which tho electors are responsible 
and not the city charter itself. 

The opperiunities for a real ex 
ecutive, a business execute, for a 
man to lead, execute and control 
the various departmente, shape its 
finanoial problems, stop the leaks 
by a firm, discriminating and judi- 
cious oversight of all expenditures 
and contracts necessary for a 
proper maintenance of the govern- 
ment, these opportunities already 
exist and only wait the arrival of 
the proper man to execute them. 

The Mayor has sufficient power 
us such to be the leader in all true 
progress in oity affairs, he should 
lead and never be led, he can if he 
will control even the board ot al- 
dermen, for no board of aldermen 
would ever dare to oppose a 
Mayor that was acting for the 
good and best interests of the 
whole city regardless of a partisan 
fow. 

He is the man to shape its des- 
tinies, to plot out the work for a 
yenr in advance. He should be the 
watch dog of the treasury, a cap- 
tain of industry to show the alder- 
men their proper course to pursue 
and after that to execute their will 
or not as his best judgment dic- 
tates. He should be firm, dis- 
creet and just to all. 

Such things have been done in 
a very few instances in the past, 
too few much to our sorrow, und 
it can be done again in tho future 
if you citizens will but drop petty 
jealousies and party politics and 
oast your votes regardless of such 
for a clean, level headed executive 
business man for Mayor. 

Asacity Woburn is now al- 
most twenty-three years of age 
and it is quite time for her to be- 
gin to act with judgment and dis- 
cretion and to possess a little 
more dignity and brains in the 
control of the legislative depart- 
ment of the city.

CITIZENS MEETING. 


A large meeting of oitizens ir-

Ex-Mayor Davis then addressed 
the meeting giving « graphic ac- 
count of the proceedings last week 
before the Bureau of Statistios at 
the State House of various officials 
from this city and he said that the 
published account of the proceed- 
ings then was wide of the truth 


and gave a wrong impression of 


what was done and aaid at that 
conference. 

He told of a letter that the 
chairman of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics had sent to the city govern- 
ment but which the Mayor had 
had kept in his pocket and had 
not at that time communicated it 
to the aldermen; that the chair- 
man stated that in the recent in- 
vestigation of the city accounts by 
the Bureau that there was some-

$57,000 had been wrongly applied 
to current expenses which should 
have been in the tax levy for that 
year instead of being put into a 
10 year loan; that if it had been 
put into the tax levy that year the 
rate of tuxation would have been 
$28.00 per thousand,

f At the recent conference between 
city officials of Woburn and the Legia 
lative Committee investigating munici 
pal Qnances, School Committeeman 
Fred J. Brown, who attended the coa 
ference, was asked by one of the coin 
mittee if a school committee had any 
right to exceed for salaries of teachers 
an appropriation made by the city 
council. Mr. Brown replied, that the 
committee io asking for its appropria- 
tion at the beginuing of the year, took 
into consideration the amount of io 
creases of teachers and janitors salaries, 
which were raised practically as the 
result of action by the city council, and 
that the deficit now existing amounts to 
less thao the increase io janitors and 
teachers salaries, and therefore Mr 
Brown was of the opiuion that the city 
couneil should have appropriatad the 
amount asked for. 

Upon request that Mr. Brown would 
show by authority what he believed to 
be the Jegal right of the school board to 
exceed aon appropriation of the city 
council. Mr. Brown requested Mr 
Mendum to examine the authorities, 
aod the following is au abstract of the 
brief which Chairman Mendum has 
prepared, and which has beon filed 
with the Legislative Committee. | 

As to the power of » school board to 
bind a city for such teachers salaries | 
asthe achool board fixes, the case of! 
Batchelder vy. City of Salem 4th Cush. |

salaries of teachers of the grammar 
schools, so that the salaries of teachers 
would have exceeded the amount ac- 
tually appropriated for that purpose by 
$1875 00.

schoolhouse is required, they shall seud 
a communication to the city council, 
stating the locality und the oature ol 
the further provisions for schools which 
are needed.”’ This section further pro 
vides for the spproval by the school} 
committee of plans and furnishings be- 
fore any ccotract for the erection of a} 
school building shall be mado, and 
also leaves the caro, alteration and ro 
pair of all school buildiogs under the 
control of the schoo! committee.

It Has a Number of Curious and Con- 
tradictory Qualities. 

Ginass Is one of the most Interesting 
as well as one of the most pecullar 
things In the world. It bas curious and 
contradictory qualities, and many as 
tonishing phenomena are connected 
with it. Brittle and breakable as It ts, 
yet It exceeds almost all other bodes 
In elasticity. 

If two glass balls are made to strike 
euch other at a given force the recoil, 
by virtue of their elasticity, will be 
early equal to thelr original impetus. 
Connected with its brittleness are some 
very singular facts 

Take a bollow sphere with a hole and 
stop the hole with the finger, so as to 
prevent the external and internal alr 
from communicating, and the sphere 
will fly to pieces by the mere heat of 
the hand. Vessels made of glass that 
have been suddenly cooled possess the 
curlous property of being able to re 
sist bard blows given to them from 
without, but will be instantly shivered 
by a small particle of flint dropped into 
their cuvities. This property seems to 
Hepend upon the comparative thickness 
of the bottom; the thicker the bottom 
is the more certainty of breakage by 
this experiment. Some of these vessels, 
{t is stated, have resisted the stroke of 
h mallet given with suflicient force to 
drive a nail into wood, and heavy bod- 
les, such as iron, bits of wood, jasper, 
stone, etc., have been cast into them 
from a height of two or three feet with- 
out any effect, yet a fragment of flint 
not larger than a pea dropped from a 
height of three inches has made them

When the climatic 
conditions permit the leaves to retain 
cousiderable vitality in the autumop 
the colored pigment is normally de 
veloped; hence the glorious forests of 
the United States.

SILVER PLATING. 


An Accident Pointed the Way to the 
Original Process, 

In 1742 Thomas Bolsover, a me 

chanic of Shetlield, England, discovered 

the art of silver plating. He was re- 


pairing the handle of a knife in which} 


both copper and silver were used, Ac- 
cidentally the two metals were fused 
together. Bused upon this observation, 
he developed the new process. 


Upon a thick ingot of copper he 


bound by iron wire a thinner ingot of | 


silver. The whole was then heated in 
a reverberutory furnace until the edges 
of the silver Ingot were observed to 
begin to melt, The two ingots were 
then removed from the furnace, slowly 
cooled and piekled, cleaned and rolled 
to the desired thickness. ‘The result 
was a plate of copper more or less 
thinly covered with silver on one side. 
This was the first Sheffield plate, 
For fifty years following the copper 
wis plated on one side only and the 
cut edges showed the copper. Later 
the process was so perfected that no 
copper was left exposed. All the sil- 
verplate of the world was made by 
this process until electroplating was 
discovered and made commercial.— 
Popular Mechanics 
Real Use of the Bee's Sting. 
"The bee's sting is o trowel, not a 
‘apler.”’ said a nature student. “It isan 
exquisitely delicate little trowel witb 
Which the bee finishes off the honey 
ects a little preservative inside 
it up. With its trowel-like 
bee puts the tinal touches on 
the sity und wonderful work. With 
the sting it pats and shapes the honey 
cell, a8 4 muson pats and shapes a row 
of brick. Before sealing up the cell it 
drops a wee bit of poison into the honey 
This is formic acid. Without it honey 
would spoil. Most of us think the bee's 
sling, with tts poison, Is a weapon only. 
It is a wenpon secondarily, but pri 
marily it is a magic trowel, a trowel 
from whose end, as the honey cells are 
built up, a wonderful preserving fluid 
drips.

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AN IRON WILLED MONARCH. 


One Man Rule as Exemplified tn Fred- 
erick the Great. 

Frederick was an intensively active, 
wlighly eapable, strong willed and self 
reliant commander, He concentrated 
all power In his own hands, reducing 
his ministers to clerical work and his 
generals to the duties of personal lieu 
tenants. Below him the Prusstan ad- 
ministration was a thing of stiff and 
inechanical obedience, lacking In tnl- 
tlative and individuality. 

Several of Frederick's military losses 
were due to the fact that he gave his 
generals such minute orders and was 
so severe In case of disregard of in 
atructions that they did not dare to 
tse their own Jndgment when unfor 
seen conditions presented themselves. 
He personally foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he Inspected fre- 
quently and thoroughly. is discipline 
Was severe, his organization good, his 
enleulation accurate and limited to 
What was possible, His movements, 
which were skillfully disguised, were 
rapid. 

So superior was Frederick to his op- 
ponents in strategy that they were 
obliged for safety to keep thelr troops 
In so concentrated a form that there 
Was not suflicient space for effective 
maneuvers, He was more capable in 
marching and maneuver than in bat- 
tle, more capable in battle than in 
slege, 

His great defect as an administrator 
lay in the fact that he dwarfed the 
growth of those below him and so edu- 
cated no taleyted corps to bear the 
political and military burdens of the 
state when he should be obliged to 
lay them down, He apparently could 
do things only through himself. Hay- 
Ing 2 supreme contempt for the capacl- 
ties of most mortals, he had no mind 
to make experiments which might have 
changed his opinions, Although he 
knew for many years that his succes- 
sor was to be a man without ability, 
he handed down to him a system which 
required a Irederick, We may say that 
he brilllantly administered a system 
which was badly organized.—Edward 
D. Jones in Engineering Magazine. 


FLUNG FROM A WINDOW. 
Horrors of a Death Sentence In the 
Middle Ages In Bohemia. 

How many people know what refen- 
estration means? Yet it was once a) 
popular method of executing criminals 
und was the mode of capital punish- 
ment used in Bohemia in the middle 
ages and later. Defenestration means 
“throwing from a window,” but that 
did not always include all the arrange- 
ments made for the doomed man’s 

exit from the world. 

In Prague in 1419 the council cham- 
ber of the hradschin, or town hall, was 
used as the place of execution. There, 
in the presence of the assembled no- 
bles, their invited guests and the dig- 
nituries of the city, the unhappy 
wretches were cast from a window] 
eighty feet to the courtyard below. 

If his crime was an ordinary of- 
feuse the prisoner was merely dropped 
on the stones and allowed to lie there 
bruised and broken until death put an 
end to his sufferings, succor being for- 
bidden, 

But if he was guilty of treason or 
any act of violence against a noble he 
fell on the sharp spears of a squad of 
soldiers or dropped to the tender mer- 
cles of a pack of fierce dogs specially 
trained for the purpose, or he might} 
be flung to wild boars previously en- 
raged by being pricked with spears. 

The last time defenestration was 
practiced was just before the Thirty 
Yeurs’ war, when the imperial com- 
missioners brought an unwelcome mes- 
sage to Prague and were promptly 
thrown from the window. ‘This pre- 
cipitated the war and abolished the 
custom.—New York Press.

Wis set by Sanson, the public execu- 
tioner. Sanson, who had high ideas of 
the dignity of his office, was famous 
for the richness of his attire when ofli- 
clating on the scaffold.

For a little while heaven and earth 
had touched in a new way, by those 
who had once lived on earth, but had 
been Jong absent from it, one by death 
and one by translation, When the 
risen and transinted saints shall be 
reigning with Christ in His kingdom 
(Rey. v, 0, 10; xx, 4) this will probably 
be the ordinary, everyday occurrence 
everywhere, the New Jerusalem from 
heaven and the one on earth in per 
fect necord, the glorified church and 
redeemed Israel the heavenly and 
earthly centers of His kingdom, when 
a king shall reign in righteousness 
and the work of righteousness shall 
be peace and the nations shall learn 
war no more (Isa, xxxil, 1, 17; il, 4). 

As the devil was in control at the 
foot of the mountain when Jesus and 
His disciples came down and the dis 
ciples there could not conquer him, so 
it shall be when Jesus Christ shall 
come in His glory; then He shall bind 
the strong man, whom the church can 
not cast out, and shut him up in the 
pit and take control of his property, 
for till then the whole world shall 
continue in the wicked one as the 
prince of this world, Let those who 
would understand take the trouble to 
ponder, with prayer and meekness and 
submission to the word of God, the fol- 
lowing passniges, for it is all important 
to understand this present age, Its 
ruler and his doom: I John vy, 19, R. 
V.; John xiv, 30; II Cor. iv, 4; Eph 
fi, 2; II Thess. fl, 7-10; Dan. vil, 25;

If the prayer meeting, 
the Bible class, the Bible conference 
and such times and places of fellow- 
ship with Tlim do not enable us, in the 
days following, to show more of His 
presence and power In the home, the 
place of business, the social life, where 
is the benefit? People say, “I was so 
blessed, T had such an uplift, it did 
me so much good.” Well, thank God, 
but now show it in your life and you 
won't need to tell it, and, if your life 
does not show it, better say nothing 
about it. The spirit through James 
teaches us that faith that is mere 
talk amounts to nothing; there must 
be works corresponding to our faith 
for the sake of those who do not 
understand, 

John says, “My little children, let 
us not love in word, neither in tongue, 
but in deed and in truth” (Jas. 1; 
I John tif), The story of this demoniac 
boy Is written briefly in Matthew and 
Luke, but most fully in Mark.

FREEZING TO DEATH. 


Sensations That Come With Exposure 
to Extreme Co!d. 

In the course of a series of experi- 
ments with extreme cold carried on at 
Berlin, Raoul Pictet, an investigator, 
inserted his bare arm beyond the el 
bow in a chamber refrigerated to a 
temperature of 157 degrees below zero 
I’, and kept it there for several min 
utes. He suffered no permanent dam 


age, but experienced a number of pe } 


cullar and painful sensations The 
chief of these and the most trying was 
a feeling of pain in the bones of the 
hand and arm. 

The pain increased steadily. It was 
located chiefly in the interior parts of 


the arm and was far less severe in the! 
portions near or at the surface, The} 


skin was purple when the member was 
withdrawn, %Jn about ten minutes a 
violent reaction set in with violent 
burning sensation of the skin wherever 
it had been exposed. 


Investigations carried op with dogs} 


indicated that the process of freezing 
to death is not necessarily an unpleas- 
ant one. Placed in a temperature of 
—125 to —150 the animals displayed 
quickened breathing and heart beats 


with a decided rise above norm! io 


the blood temperature. ‘hese sign 


pointed to a sudden and violent auto | 


matic effort of the heart to preserve 


the bodily temperature. In spite of en- | 


ergetic heart action the temperature ot 
the blood fell gradually to 71 degrees 
At this point the beart action ceased 
very suddenly. 

The sensations of bodily warmth and 
languor mentioned in descriptions of 
death by violent cold can easily be un- 
derstood in view of the above experi 
ments.—New York Sun.

AT SEA IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


An Anxious Experience Of the Rock 
Bound Coast of Korea, 

The perits of the small boat at sen 
are told by Jacek London in an article 
mm “Small Boat Sailing’ in the Yacht 
Ing Monthly 

“About the iveliest eight days of my 
life were spent in a small boat on the 
west const of Korea,’ he writes, “I 
wis in an open boat, a sampan, on a 
rocky const where there were no light 
houses and where the tides ran from 
thirty to sixty feet. My crew were 
Japanese fishermen, We did not speak 
each other's language. Yet there was 
hothing monotonous about that trip 
Never shall I forget one particular cold 
bitter dawn, when in the thick of driv 
fng snow we took In sail and dropped 
our small anchor 

"The Japanese crawled under a com 
munal rice mat and went to sleep. 1 
joined them, and for several hours we 
dozed fitfully. Then a sea deluged us 
With fey water and we found several 
Inches of snow on top of the mat 

“It soon became a case of swamping 
at our anchor, Seas were splashing on 
board in growing volume, and we balled

“SCRATCHED ROCKS.” 


They Mark the Course of Glaciers | 


Adown Our Continent, 

Throughout the northern United 
States, from the Atlantie ocean to the 
far northwest and as far south as Ken 
tucky, huge bowlders are found seat 
tered at haphazard. The rocks and 
ledges are smoothed and marked with 
scratches varying from faint Ines to 


brond grooves two feet deep, Some of 
these bowlders, weighing many tons, 
are so bahuiced on a ledge that a slight 


touch will rock them. The Indians used |

The yvrooves or scratches on these 


rocks are as a rule parallel and extend 
north and south, South of the above 
mentioned area neither bowlders not 
seratched rocks can be found 

How came the bowlders in their po 
sition? What scratched the rocks? 

Agassiz, familiar with the glaciers ol 
the Alps, probably gave the true an 
swer. He showed that a similar state 
of things is produced today by the gla 


ciers of Switzerland. These streams ot 
ice creep slowly down from the lofty 
summits of the Alps through the val 
leys to the plains. They bear on their 
surface huge rocks fallen from sur 
rounding cliffs. The stones frozen in 
the bottom of the glacier, pressed down 
by the enormous weight of ice above 
them, scratch and groove the rocks be 
neath, as the tool of a carpenter gouge 
out a plece of wood 

What was the condition of America 
when similar effects were produced’ 
Instead of Jocal glaciers scattered in 
the valleys, the whole surface now coy 


hidden by an immense sheet of ice 
Judging from the marks on the rocks 
the sheet moved from the north toward 
the south, carrying with it musses of 
rock.—Ilarper’s Weekly

BOILING WATER. 


Under Certain Conditions It’s Just 
Right For a Nice Bath. 

Water is a fluid simply because its 
particles, which may be compared to 
an aggregation of infinitesimal pearls, 
are kept separated by latent heat. 
Outside heat applied to a vessel con- 
taining water cnuses the latent and 
applied heat both to act on the air con- 
tained in the water. Under such con 
ditions pure water at sea level will 
boll at a temperature of 212 degrees I’, 
if the barometer pressure be thirty 
inches. 

If, however, the vessel containing 
this same water be carried to the top 
of a high mountain or put under the 
exhausted receiver of an air pump ft 
will boll before it reaches the tempera- 
ture of 212, because the atmosphere 
has been taken away so as to allow 
the air contained in the water to es- 
cape before it becomes sufliciently 
heated to impart that quality to the 
loose particles of water surrounding It. 
At a height of 18,000 feet on the sides 
of the Himalaya mountains water boils 
at a temperature of 180 degrees and 
under the exhausted recetver of the 
air pump at only 72 degrees 

This proves that boiling water is not 
always equally hot It also tells us 
why it is next to Impossible to cook 
meat, vegetables, etc., In high altitudes 
by the boiling process.—London Satur 
day Review. 

Good Razors Possible. 

There is a very common feeling that 
there is a certain element of chance in 
the purchase of a razor. It is some- 
times expressed that “whatever price 
you pay you try your Juck.” Occa- 
sionally one hears of a remarkable ra- 
zor which bolds its edge as if by magic, 
giving pleasure to its owner every day 
for half a lifetime, that he would 
not part with it for guinens. So long 
us it is possible for one razor to be se 
lected as a particularly good one it is 
evident that the hardening as carried 
out fails to impart the maximum effi 
clency to the majority.

FROZEN WITH HEAT. 


A Remarkable Process Known as the 
Caloric Paradox, 

Freezing Is usually associated with 
eold, but water can be frozen on a red- 
hot plate. ‘This pretty experiment has 
rightly been called the caloric paradox, 

If un drop of water is placed on a red- 
hot or white hot metal plate it does 
not suddenly tlash into steam under 
the Influence of the great heat. It does 
not even boil, It simply evaporates 
quietly and slowly xs It rolls about the 
plite. Now, suppose that the drop on 
the plate is a volatile liquid Iike sul- 
phurous acid. It will evaporate, and 
this evaporation will produce cold, Let 
an drop of water fall to the sulphurous 
acid drop and it will be frozen in spite 
of the heat. 

M, Boutigny thus froze water on a 
white hot platinum capsule. laraday 
earried this remarkable experiment 
even further, Pouring some ether and 
solidified carbonle acid gas on a red- 
hot platinum capsule, he formed a 
spheroidal mass which evaporated very 
slowly He then brought some mer- 
cury into contact with it, and this was 
instantly frozen, .ow, mercury re- 
quires a temperature of 40 degrees be- 
low zero to solidify it, and bere it was 
frozep on redhot platinum,

As Plutarch says, 
“THe showed them that he did not heap 
up wealth from the wars for his own 
luxury or the gratifying of his private 
pleasures, but that all he received was 
but a public fund, laid by for the re- 
ward and encouragement of valor.”—

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xviii, 1-14 
Memory Verses, 2, 3—Golden Text, 
Matt. xviii, 10—Commentary Prepar- 
ed by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The question of the disciples with 
which this lesson begins, “Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven 
carries us far back In the history of 
mnan on the earth, even to the sugges. 
tion of the old serpent to Eve, “Ye 
shall be as gods” (Gen, iif, 6). is 
own ambition in xiv, 18, 
14; “I will exalt my throne above the 
stars of God, * * * JT will like 
the Most High.” The significance of 
the title “Most High God” Is seen In 
the first use of it in xiv, 18-22, 
where it evidently refers to God as the 
possessor of heaven and earth. The 
ureat adversary's ambition, therefore, 
is to possess the earth and the people 
upon It. 

The late Dr. Weston sald that the 
Bible is the record of the conflict 
between God and the devil for man and 
his inheritance, the earth. When people 
join house to house and field to field, 
that they may be placed alone in the 
midst of the earth (Isa. v, 8), on which 
principle all trusts and combines seem 
to be carried on, it is not difficult to 
recognize the unseen ambitious, wicked 
one baek of it all, who offered to our 
Lord all the kingdoms of this world 
und the glory of them if He would 
worship him (Luke iv, 517). 

The man will yet come, if he is not 
already in sight, who will aecept this 
offer of the devil, and all the world will 
worship him whose names are not in 
the Book of Life (Dan, xf, 86-38, 48; Rev, 
xiii, 8). We need to understand this tn 
order to be delivered from the ambi- 
tlon to be great even in the kingdom, 
ITe must be blind indeed who would de- 
sire greatness or power in this present 
evil age unless he could use it wholly 
for God, The lifelong motto of every 
believer should be, “The Lord alone 
shall be exalted” (Isa, fi, 11, 17). 

Not only on this occasion did the idea 
of personal greatness lay hold of the 
disciples, but just after Tle had the 
second time foretold His death they by 
the way disputed among themselves 
who should be the greatest (Mark ix, 
81-24). On another occasion both James 
and John and their mother asked for 
seats on His right and left hand in 
His kingdom and glory (Matt. xx, 20, 
21; Mark x, 85-87). Then again at the 
last passover, on the night of THis be- 
trayal, after He had indicated Judas as 
His betrayer, there was a strife among 
them which of them would be account- 
ed the greatest (Luke xxif, 21-24). Tle 
always taught them that genuine hu- 
mility was true greatness, and, as to 
places in His kingdom, the Father had 
arranged all that, and we must leave It 
with Him, 

On the occasion of our lesson He 
called a little child and set him in the 
midst and by an object lesson taught 
them humility and true greatness and 
also that to enter the kingdom one must 
become as a little child (2-4), A little 
child does not suggest innocence as its 
principal feature, for it is marvelous 
how early a very little child shows wil- 
fullness and temper, yet I once heard a 
Roman Catholic bishop use these words 
about becoming as little ehildren as a 
proof of the need of a purgatory, where 
we could somehow work off our sins 
until, as when we were innocent chil- 
dren, we would be fit for the kingdom, 

The Scriptures, the reading of which 
the Roman Catholics do not encourage, 
teach us plainly that only the blood of 
Jesus can cleanse our sins and that His 
absolutely perfect righteousness, which 
Tle gives freely to all who receive Him, 
is our only fitness for the presence of 
God (Rom, ill, 24; v, 1, 9; I Cor, 4, 80). 
A very little child is helpless, teach- 
able, trustful, comes when called, us 
this child did. When we come to Him 
in our emptiness all His fullness be 
comes ours, and then we become indeed 
His little ones, who believe in) Him 
(verse 6), and He counts all treatment 
of such little ones as done to Himself 
(verses 5-1) 

Awful indeed are some of the words 
fn these verses and in Mark ix, 42-48, 
concerning the possibility of being cast 
{nto everlasting hell fire, but how bless 
ed the assurance that this fearful place 
was never prepared for rman, but for 
the devil and his angels; that the Lord 
{s not willing that any should perish 
and that those to whom He gives eter- 
nal life ean never perish (verses 5, 14, 
25-41; IT Pet. il, 9; John x, 28), The 
ministry of angels beautifully re 
ferred to In verse 10, and that they al 
Ways have access to our Father In 
heaven, that they minister to us here 
on the earth, is taught by Heb. i, 14, 
and many other passages. It is blessed 
to be able to because we really 
beHeve It and know something of the 
Joy and peace of tt, “T am neyer alone; 
the Lord Jesus and the angels are al- 
ways with me,” 

In verses 11-18 we have what might 
be called a summary of the three par- 
ables of Luke xv, showing the Joy in 
heaven over one sinner repenting. If 
we are not thus seeking lost ones, can 
we be sald to have the mind of Christ? 
The incident in Matt, xix, 18-15, which 
js also found In Mark x, 18-16; Luke 
xvill, 15-17, of the little children whom 
Ile took up in His arms and blessed 
and said, “Of such ts the kingdom of 
God,” when the disciples would have 
driven them away, shows us again His 
heart toward them and reminds us of 
Zech, vill, 5, 
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Ancient and Modern,

LET US HAVE PEACE. 


With the election of last Tues- 
day we trust that the political tur- 
moil that has raged so furiously 
for the greater part of this year 
1912 in this county has ceased 
and that the dear ‘peepul” about 
whose future welfare so many 
cheap political demagogues havo 
been so solicitous and fearful lest 
they go astray, will now be given 
an opportunity to attend strictly

There 
is oO cessation to the nolse and bustle 
in the streets from early morning, 
when the tinkle of goat bells starts 
the day, until the evening, when count 
fess mandolin players, wandering from 
house to house, from trattoria to cafe,

Before they are quite dry run a good 
sized batpin straight through the mid- 
dle of the beads or amulets into a 
board and set the board in the sun for 
ten days, and they will grow hard and 
fragrant.

THE TINY HUMMING BIRD. 


In One Species Its Bill Is Nearly aa

All bumiming birds, though varying 
much in size and color, exhibit the 
same form of wing, legs and feet, the 
Wings being strong (considering the 
small size of the bird), while the legs 
und feet are remarkably weak and del- 
icate, a clear indication that these It- 
tle creatures are intended to spend al- 
most all their time in the air, 

In accordance with this we find that 
humming birds are vpeyer seen on the 
ground; that even when feeding they 
seldom trouble themselves to alight, 
but suspend themselves in the air be- 
fore the tlower on whose juices they 
mean to feed, the rapid vibration of 
the wings causing them to appear like 
two fans of filmy gauze and producing 
at the sume time that peculiar bum- 
mlog sound from which these birds 
derive their popular name. 

The benk of most humming birds 1s 
long, delicate and slightly curved to 
enable it to reach the inmost recesses 
of the truinnet shaped flowers which 
abound fn the tropical regions, but the 
shape of the beak Is very variable, 
probably on account of the particular 
flower on which the bird feeds. 

In some instances it is nearly straight, 
and in one species, the sword bill hum. 
ming bird, it is very nearly as long as 
the rest of the body.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. xviii, 21-35. 
Memory Verses, 21, 22—Golden Text, 
Eph. iv, 32 (R. V.)—Commentary

In last lesson were warned 
against being an offense to any one be- 
longing to Him, for in touching those 
who are His He is touehed, even as 
It is written, “He that toucheth you 
oucheth the apple of His eye” (Zech, 
li, &, and as he said to Saul when per- 
svecuting His people, “Why persecutest 
thou me?" (Acts ix, 4. Now he teach- 
*s us how to deal with those who of- 
fend us (verses 15 to 20)—first of all, 
a heart to heart talk with the offending 
party alone (verse 15) in many in 
stances that would without doubt set 
tle the difficulty, and the two or three, 
wv the chureh, would not be needed. 
Contrast the ordinary way of telling 
others first and the general result of 
Increased separations and misunder- 
standings. When we work in God's 
way we can count on God working in 
und with us (Isa, xxvi, 12; Phil, 
li, 18; lesson verses 18, The

19). 
precious assurance in verse 20 fs not 
often used in its connection, but it is 
precious in any connection with the 
work of the Lord and for many years 
has taught me never to ask the Lord 
to be in our midst when we meet In His 
name, but to rest on His own assur- 
ance that He is present. 

Peter had been paying attention and 
wondering if be should go to a man 
who offended him more than once or 
twice and probably thought that he 
Was stating an extreme limit when he 
asked if he should forgive him seven 
jimes. Great, indeed, must have been 
lis surprise at the Lord's reply, “Not 
until seven times, but until seventy 
times seven” (verses 21, 22), which was 
‘qual to saying, “Continue to forgive 
till the kingdom comes.” 

If we would understand the teach- 
ing of the Spirit we must notice what 
He has suid elsewhere upon any sub- 
ject, and | remember that Daniel was 
told that after seventy sevens the 
kingdom would come, bringing in ever- 
lasting righteousness (Dan, ix, 24). 
After sixty-nine sevens from the ap- 
pointed time Messiah was cut off and 
had no kingdom to show, just, as fore- 
told, the seventieth week is yet future, 
but will surely come. We must there- 
fore continue to forgive those who give 
us occasion to do so unceasingly (Dan, 
ix, 25-27). “He, being full of compas- 
sion, forgave their iniquity and de- 
stroyed them not—yea, many a time 
turned He His anger away, * * * for 
He remembered that they were but 
flesh” (Ps, Ixxviil, 88). That our Lord 
was thinking of the kingdom in its 
present phase of mystery and future 
manifestation seems clear from His 
illustration of the king taking account 
of his servants. The main point of the 
lesson seems to be that those who are 
forgiven so much should readily for- 
give the comparatively small offenses 
of others against them. 

The contrast between the debt of the 
man to his master and that of the other 
servant to him would be something 
like the difference between $1,000 and 
15 cents. What kind of a man, being 
forgiven freely the large amount, would 
fail to forgive his fellow the trifle? 
And yet many are just like that. 

Our indebtedness to God cannot be 
reckoned, it is so great. Our iniquities 
cannot be numbered, yet He freely and 
fully forgtves all who, with true peni- 
tence, turn to Him, saying, “Though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow; though they be red 
like crimson, they shall be as wool.”

‘The "My 
Heavenly Father" and “Your Heavenly 
Father” of verse 85 of our lesson and 
Matt, vi, 14, 15, show that “if ye for 
give’ and “if ye forgive not" refer 
to disciples and communion,

the disciples to whom He taught that 
prayer should cherish an unforgiving 
rpirit toward any one, such could not 
thjoy the conscious forgiveness of thelt 
Father. There would be a cloud be 
tween, when children are con 
sclous of disobedience to parents they 
do not cease to be children, but there 
isa lack of communion, The Lord, who 
delivered the formerly forgiven debtor 
to the tormentors (verse 84), wus the 
inan'’s Lord, as in Luke xvi, & not our 
Lord Jesus Christ, for it was never re 
corded that God ever withdrew forgive- 
ness from one to whom He bad given it.

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THE BEEF TRUST. 


An exchange makes a very sen- 
sible suggestion to remedy the 
present high cost of meats for the 
public and which if oarried out 
would not only greatly enrich the 
farmers themselves but would deal 
a body blow to the ment trust from 
which they would be long in re- 
covering. 

It suggests that if 3,000,000 of 
the farmers in this country would 
each raise 50 beeves, 50 lambs, 50 
hogs or poultry, or a proportion- 
ate part of that quantity, they 
would soon produce what the 
thousands of cow boys and ranch- 
ers on the wild west rangos have 
thus far been unable to do, and 
they could more than supply our 
wants for provisions for the next 
100 years to come and have a 
large surplus witb which to feed 
ether people. And why not re- 
turn to cattle raising for a food 
supply right here and now even 
though on a lese extended scale 
than can be done in the West? 
Cattle are an important source of 
revenue and of actual necessity in 
many ways, in fact no well regu- 
lated farm can be profitably oulti- 
vated without more or less of 
them being raised upon it; poul- 
try another important adjunct to a 
good farm is a large source of 
profit that could easily be de 
veloped into much larger propor- 
tions than now prevails and tho 
demand for that kind of produce 
is continually on the increase. 

40 or 20 years ago large herds 
of cattle were annnally driven in 
the Spring of the year trom this 
town to the fertile fields and 
valleys of New Hampshire there 
to graze und grow fat at small ex- 
pense to the owners until late fall 
when they were driven back again 
and delivered to their owners in 
fine and much improved condition 
and ready for tie rigors of the ap- 
proaching winter, or were used 
for food.

How the Great Mass of Correspond- 
ence Is Handled Daily, 

Phe president's mail is of such pro 
portions that be enunot, Uke the busi 
fees read all lls letters as a part 
Of the mornuing’s routine, By uw cure- 
fully developed system, however, the 
contents of the White House mail are 
In substince laid before ulm each day. 

The work of doing this falls upon a 
corps of confidential clerks, who open 
the letters and give them a first read 
ing. ‘Theo they are carefully ‘sorted 
Miny of them, of course, need not go 
to the president at all, since they are 
simply recommendations for  oflice 
These, after courteous acknowledg 
ment, are referred to the proper de- 
partinents and placed on file until they 
thay be taken up for cousideration. 

Many of the president's letters are 
purely formal oy contain requests for 
suinething which cannot be granted 
These the clerks answer and the prest- 
dens secretary sigus. The requests 
for churity are so many that a special 
“forin” bas been drawn up for auswer 
ing them, 

Such communications as the 
dent ought to see are carefully brief— 
that is, a slip is pinned at the top of 
ench Jetter, and on this is a typewrit- 
ten synopsis of Its contents, telling who 
the writer is and what be bas to pre 
sent. Frequently the president is suf 
ficiently tuterested by the brief to cause 
him to rend the whole letter. Some 
times the communication ts referred to 
a cabinet ollicer, in which case the slip 
is retaine* .¢ the White House and

Among the adventures of 
the Nansen urctic wis the 
narrow eseape of Nansen and Johan- 
sen on their return trip the ram 
after their unsuccessful dash for the 
pole.

Of chairs themselves, perhaps the 
most interesting feature Is the familiar 
crossbar—technically known as the 
stretcher—which Joins the front legs 
Nowadays its purpose fs usually for 
ornamentation, sometimes strength, 
though often it is absent altogether. 

It harks back to the days of the first 
chairs, when knights and dames want- 
ed to keep their feet off the cold, 
drafty, rush littered floors; hence 
the stretcher. Originally the stretch- 
er was only a few inches above the 
ground, but when, later on, rugs and 
ciurpets came into more general use 
ind rooms became more comfortable, 
the stretcher gradually lost its impor 
tance. 

It is curfous to note that the cozy 
armchair was the last stage of all 
Cushions and padding were the first 
additions to the plain seat. ‘Then 
ime painted chairs and afterward 
carved legs, and finally—a leisurely last

NAVAL GUN TELESCOPES. 


That Made Possible Accurate 

Long Range Firing. 

It was about the yenr 1885 that the 
telescope was first tested in conjune 
with the firing of a modern gun 
The tremendous concussion broke the 
lens, however, so that In order to use tt 
fat all the telescope bad to be detached 
from the gun before firing, thereby 
entailing a loss of severnl seconds in 
time after alm bad been taken 

Later, to olvinte this defect, the 
telescope was adjusted to the axis of 
the gun by a system of parallel arms 
up and down tn unison with 
the gun, though detached from it. This 
of course Was a great improvement, 
hut there were still grave practical de 
fects 

Well, along In the early nineties Hen 
ry ©, Mustin, a young midshipman at 
Annapolis, lean faced and square of 
jaw, built like a medium sized Her 
cules, quiet mannered, but a bulldog in 
the football tleld, Interested himself tn 
the study of optics. Naturally enough 
his thoughts were directed to the de 
fective of the gun telescopes 
The lenses broke when the guns were 
fired; therefore it was necessary to in 
vent a nonbreakable lena, 

One day years tater, while station 
ed in Washington, Mustin called a few 
of his brother officers to the window 
near his desk on the second floor of 
building in the navy yards. He show 
ed them a tens with a metal band 
“shrunk” around {ts circumference 
Then he opened the window and de 
liberately threw the lens with all his 
might upon the brick pavement be 
low. The others knew of his pet hob 
by and thought be bad given it up in 
disgust and had taken this way of tell 
ing them so. But he put on his hat, lit 
a elgarette and bade them follow bim 
He led them down the stairs amid con 
siderable Joking and out to the spot 
where the lens lay on the pavement 
The glass was unbroken, The one 
great defect of the telescope sight had 
been overcome, and Mustin bad made 
possible the long range gunnery of 
the modern navy. The thud of the lit- 
tle glass disk with its metal! collar 
upon the brick pavement was the sig 
nal for the nations to begin to build 
their Dreadnoughts.—American Maga- 
zine,

CUSTOMS OF WAR 


Rules That Contending Armies 
Are Expected to Obey. 


A GRIM CODE OF ETIQUETTE. 


The Enemy May Be Starved to Death 
or Into Yielding by Stopping Hie 
Supplies, but His Food Must Not Be 
Poisoned—Prisoners of War, 


War—that is, warfare between civi- 
lized nations—has its code of etiquette 
known as the customs of war, some of 
Which are written, others tacitly agreed 
to, and these rules and regulations con- 
tending armies ure supposed to regard 
as sucred and to obey them rigidly. 

Obvious examples of fighting etl- 
quette are the rules which protect the 
Red Cross flag of the ambulance and 
forbid the use of explosive or, within 
limits, expanding bullets. 

Nominally a general may use any 
meuns In his power to bring bis foe to 
subjection, but there is a well defined 
boundary Hne. A leader may cut off 
his enemy's food and water supplies 
He may subject him to all the horrors 
of fainine and thirst, but be must not 
poison his tood or water. 

Suppose a place ts besieged and that 
outside the walls are wells which the 
beslegers cannot effectively hold and 
Which the besieged can reach under 
cover of night. ‘The besieger would be 
justified in sending parties to fill up the 
wells with earth and stones or to de- 
stroy them with dynamite. On the 
other linud, to pollute the wells with 
polson or to throw dead animals into 
them would be an infamy. 

A “prisoner of war” has his rights 
He nay be asked to give his parole— 
1, «&., to promise not to escape—but he 
inust not be foreed to give his parole 
und is not to be punished for refusing 
todo so, A prisoner on parole who at 
tempts to escape is Hable to be shot, 
elther when escaping or tf retaken 
alive, 

At unparoled prisoner may also be 
shot while in the act of escaping, but 
if recny tured it would be murder to 
shoot him, and he should not be pun- 
ished for his attempt, though be may 
placed ip more rigorous confine- 
nent, 

A prisoner may be compelled to earn 
his “keep” by working at bis trade, If 
he has one, or by doting work for his 
cuptors not of a purely military nature. 
Thos he may be ordered to assist in 
draining the camp in which he Is a 
prisoner, but it would not be fair to 
put him to building fortifications, 

The customs of war justify the em- 
ploymnent of sples, but under certain 
rules, If a soldier yoluntarily turns 
traitor the other side jis entitled to 
make use of him, but it is not bonor- 
uble to tempt a soldier to betray his 
own side. 

If thus tempted a man may pretend 
to turn traitor and deceive the enemy 
with fulse information. On the other 
hand, voluntarily to go over to the 
eneiny, pretending to be a traitor or 
deserter, would be dishonorable con- 
duct—that is, if the pretended traitor 
is un oflicer or soldier, 

A spy, of course, comprehends the 
hizardous nature of the mission he 
uudertukes and is) painfully aware 
of the fuet that be carries his life in 
his hands, so to speak. Courageous 
and daring though he may be, the spy 
hus no rights and is at all times Hable 
tou be shot or hanged at sight. Now- 
udays, though, be is usually given the 
benefit of a trial by court martial. 

An otticer or soldier, however, caught 
in the enemy's camp must not be treat- 
ed us a spy, but as a prisoner of war, 
provided be ts not disguised. 

If « commander takes part In a 
charge or persistently exposes himself 
to tire be must take bis ehance of be- 
ing shot, but in big affairs it is not the 
“same to detail marksmen to try to 
pick off your opponent's general, though 
every effort may be made to capture 
him, 

When a city or town Is bombarded 
public buildings—unless used for de- 
fensive purposes—should be spared as 
far aus possible. When a place Is cap- 
tured the victorious foe is entitled to 
seize urt treasures, and so on, and to 
hold them to ransom. ‘To injure or de- 
stroy them would be the act of a 
vandal, 

When a country Is invaded the tn- 
vider can compel the inhabitants to 
supply bim with food and other sup- 
plies und to act as guides, workmen 
und drivers, 

A person who, not belonging to any 
recognized «military force, takes up 
ris against an invader is Hable to be 
kliot ike u dog when captured. Re 
tullation is sanctioned by the custome 
of war. It is military vengeance and 
tukes place when an outrage commit- 
led on one side is avenged by the com- 
Inission of u similar act on the other. 

Thus an unjust execution of prison- 
ers by the enemy may be followed by 
the executiion of an equal number of 
prisoners held by the opponents, and 
this act of retaliation bas been fre 
quently enforced, even io recent yeurs.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Isa ix, 1-7—Mem- 
ory Verses, 6 7—Golden Text, Isa. 
ix, 6—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


The regular lesson for the day ts 
entitled “For and against Him,” and 
in it we see that even James and John 
fid not know Him very well and were 
Inclined to act in judgment instead of 
grace, and those who talked of follow 
{ng Him did not know what it meant 
to follow Him, but He, knowing all 
that lay before Him, steadfastly set 
Ilis face to go to Jerusalem (Luke ix, 
49-62). It seems fitting to turn aside 
for our Christmas lesson to the prophet- 
je portion assigned as an optional les 
son, that we may know the mind of 
the Lord, for He will do nothing that 
He has not revealed to His servants, 
the prophets, and He said Himself, 
“All things must be fulfilled whieh 
were written In the law of Moses and 
in the prophets and in the psalms con 
cerning me" (Amos iil, 7; Lev. xxiv. 
44), Isaiah has already told us that 
“His glory is the fullness of the whole 
earth;’ that all lofty looks and 
haughtiness of men shall be brought 
down and the Lord alone exalted in 
that day when nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more (Isa. vi, 3, 
margin; ii, 4, 11, 17). 

The great sign would be that a vir- 
gin should conceive and bear a son 
and call His name Immanuel. Nations 
would be arrayed against Him and 
even His own people seek familiar 
spirits instead of Himself, and there 
would be trouble and darkness, but 
He would come, and in due time His 
kingdom (Isa, vil, 14; vill, 9, 10, 19, 20, 
Vb ay 4 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
und His second coming in glory are so 
closely associated in prophecy that one 
to confuse them as one event. 
The prophets themselves looked into 
ihese mutters, but were not always 
able to distinguish (I Pet. i, 10-12). We 
know from Matt. iv, 15, 16, that verse 
2 of our lesson had a fulfillment in the 
days of His sojourn in humiliation in 
Galilee, and we also know from Isa. 
Ix, 1-8, and the rest of that chapter that 
there will be a greater darkness and 
1 greater light at His second coming 
in glory, Then there is a present appli 
ciation of that verse day by day every 
where that IZis redeemed ones are 
found, for there is more or Jess dark- 
hess in all places, and the lives of His 
people should be a constant light (11 
Cor, iv, 10, 11; Matt. v, 14-16; John i, 
4). Lesson verses 8 to 5 look back to 
the deliverance by Gideon (Judg. vi. 
and vil) when the Spirit of the Lord 
clothed Himself with Gideon (Judg. vi. 
34, R. V., margin) and the Lord wrought 
a great deliverance and victory. 

I believe that in Ps. ex. 7, that won- 
derful kingdom psalm, there is also a 
reference to the zeal of Gideon and his 
3800, The words in verse 6, “Unto us 
a child Is born, unto us a son is given,” 
are unmistakably plain concerning His 
birth and manhood, as are the words 
concerning the place of His birth in 
Mic, vy, 2, and the words of the angel in 
Luke fi, 10-12, concerning His actual 
birth. Why are not the rest of the 
words in lesson verses 0, 7, just as 
plain? Also the words in Mic. vy, 2. 
“Out of thee shall He come forth unto 
me that is to be ruler in Israel, whose 
goings forth have been from of old, 
from the days of eternity? Also the 
words of Gabriel in Luke 1, 82, 83, 
“The Lord God shall give unto Him 
the throne of His father David, and 
He shall reign over the house of Jacob 
forever, and of His kingdom there 
shall be no end Why ure we told 
that these words must be taken spirit- 
ually, that His kingdom is only in peo- 
ple’s hearts, that He is on the throne 
of David now and that the church is 
Israel? 

The world of God and the purpose of 
God will never be understood by those 
who thus pervert the Scriptures, Ile 
did truly and literally appear in ages 
past to Abraham, Isaae, Jacob, Moses, 
Joshua, Gideon, Manoah, Solomon and 
He was truly and literally 
horn of a virgin at Bethlehem, 
on oun eolt into Jerusalem;

HEAT OF THE SUN 


Old Sol Has a Strong Pull at the 
Capitol In Washington. 


SWAYS THE MAMMOTH DOME. 


On a bot Day His Torrid Raye Will 
Drag the Massive Iron Structure 
Way Out of Plumb—Turns the Same 
Trick With Washington Monument. 


Not many people have any idea as to 
the enormous amount of heat that the 
sun sends off into space. The earth 
gets only a very small portion of It 
The head of a pin placed twenty feet 
away from an electric ight gets 
in proportion to the light on the sur- 
rounding walls of a room about what 
the earth gets of the sun's light and 
heat radiated into space, Yet that por 
tion the earth does get is great enough 
to cause great structures to move. 

In fact, all stone or metal buildings 
are constantly changing their positions 
under the hot rays of the sun. The 
great dome of the capitol building at 
Washington is the largest surface of 
cust tron In the world, and the effect of 
the continuous heat of a hot summer 
day can best be appreciated, says Har 
per’s Weekly, when It is known that 


this inammoth mass really sways back 


and forth under the scorching rays un 
til the top feather in the cap of the 
statue of Freedom describes an ellipse 
the dinmeter of which on a hot day 
varies from four to eizht Inches. 

The giant 
resting on the roof of the old sand 
stone building, measures 136 feet on a 
side. The greatest dlameter of the 
round dome is 125 feet, while the 
whole tron structure is 218 feet high 
from the old capitol’s roof to the base 
of Freedom on the apex. The cast tron 
covering this surface is made in thin 
sheets, offering u good conductor for 
the heat, which swells even the bolts 
and beams of the inside before the sun 
has made its cireuit 

The southern side of the dome suf- 
fers most from the heat, being expos 
ed longer to the sun, which 
south of the zenith while on its jour 
ney from the east to the west. If the 
metal were exposed to a constant} 
heating the result of the continuation 
of such expansion as that received on 
very hot days might prove dise~trous, 
but as it Is Httle if any permanent in 
jury is done, since the iron returns 
regularly to its normal position as the | 
coo! night comes on. 

But what seems more remarkable is 
the fact that marble is also changed In 
volume so perceptibly by the sunlight 
that the mammoth shaft of the Wash 
ington monument sways back and! 
forth in the sun on a hot day. The} 
outer surface being of hard marble the 
expansion is much greater than it 
would be had granite instead of mar- | 
ble been used. On a hot summer day 
the sharp aluminium apex that crowns 
the obelisk points to a position at least | 
four {nehes north of normal, but al- 
Ways returns to its proper position in 
the cool of the night. 

From the extreme top of the monu 
ment inside a long pipe line runs per- 
peudicularly to the bottom, leading to 
a small closet behind the elevator. 
This contains a long pendulum, whose 
bob hangs {fn a vessel of mercury, 
which prevents its oscillation. Two 
stationary transits with highly mag- 
nifying lenses are focussed directly 
upon the suspended wire, and through 
these each quiver of the monument is 
detected, being magnified on a fine 
scale graduated to thousundths of an 
inch, 

Every morning at 10 o'clock a state-| 
ment of this plummet line is taken 
and reported to the war department, | 
and it was by this means that the ef- | 
fect which the sun's rays have on the 
huge white shaft was discovered. This 
plumb bob, of course, was placed tn 
the monument for the purpose of de 
tecting any settling it might undergo, 
and, although the great weight of Its 
mass has pressed the ground for many |

fraction of an ineh In one corner. 

This seems extraordinary when it ts 
realized that its weight of 81,720 tons | 
rests on a foundation only 126% feet 
square and 388 feet deep from a height 
almost fifteen times that of the depth 
The whole rests on the sandy bank of 
the Potomac river, with the enormous 
pressure of five tons to the square} 
foot. Not only does the sun's heat 
sway the big obelisk, but at times, 
when a stiff winter gale was blowing, |

Wonderful Mirage That Is Said to 
Have Been Photographed. 

One of the regarding @ 
mirage ta that told In Alaska concern. 
ing the appearance of a city In the sky. 
This “allent city” is said to bave ac 
tually been photographed, and, though 
there are skeptics, enough people claim 
to have seen it to make the story inter- 
esting. 

The first account of this “city of si- 
lence” wis told by © prospector named 
Willoughby. He was o miner in Call- 
fornia and went to Alaska, where he 
settied in the vicinity of Muir glacier. 
In fact, it was Willougbby who pllot- 
ed Professor Muir when he ascended 
the immense Ice fleld which now bears 
name, Willoughby al- 
ways told the story of this city which 
appeared in the sky with much ear- 
nestness, and he carried a photograph 
which he said he took after several 
visits to the spot the vision

When Willoughby first went to Alas- 
ka natives told him that at certain 
times of the year when the days were 
longest and the atmospheric conditions 
right they saw suspended in the heay- 
ens a town with houses and 
many different kinds of buildings. So 
impressed was he thut he engaged the 
Indians to take him to the place where 
the city could be seen, and in their ca-

After several attempts Willoughby 
at length saw this “silent city,” as the 
natives called ft. He sald that the at- 
mosphere was so clear that mountains 
many miles awny near and 
that as he gazed the outlines of a city 
gradually assumed shape, and build- 
ing after building came to view.

EMANCIPATION 
PROCLAMATION. 


It was just 50 years ago next 
Wednesday that President Abra- 
ham Linooln formally issued the 
most important and most cele- 
brated documeht that has ever 
been made before or since that 
time by any President of the 
United States, the result of which 
was the granting of freedom to all 
slaves then held in bondage within 
the limits of the 38 United States, 
10 of which were then in open 
revolt and rebellion againet the 
lawful authority. 

For nearly a year preceding 
that event the President had ex- 
ercised all tho authority and peace- 
able persuasion within his power 
to induce the rebellious States to 
to lay down their arms, submit to 
the lawful authorities and return 
to thoir allegiance to the Conastitu- 
tion of the Union, but without 
avail, his overtures for peace 
being met with derision and deter- 
mined opposition by the Con- 
federate authorities who then con- 
tended for a separate and inde- 
dendent government. 

As a preliminary warning to 
those in open rebellion as to what 
would be the result if they per- 
sisted in their unlawful acts of 
war the President on the 22d ot 
September, 1862, issued the first 
proclamation regarding the eman- 
cipation of slaves, offering to the 
slaveholders pecuniary aid for all 
slaves by them voluntarily set freo 
before January 1, 1863. 

This act was solely a war meas- 
ure based upon his authority as 
Commander-in-chief of the Army 
and Navy. 

But the South relying largely 
upon their own resources and sn- 
ticipated assistance which they 
expected from England and other 
foreign nations scornfully spurned 
all the overtures made to them, 
and as the inevitable result a for- 
mal proclamation was promulgated 
January 1, 1863, by the President 
declariug all persons then held in 
bondage within the then rebellious 
States to be free. 

That was 2 momentous epoch in 
the history of the United States.

All but one of the band returned 
home io less than two years from their 
departure, poorer in pocket thau whenp 
they went, but richer in experience and 
bardship of living in the frozen North, 

The five surviving eastern members 
of the expedition wero all present oo 
this occasion which was a complimant 
ary event tendered to Clarence I 
Littlefield the only member to remain 
in the North to the present time and 
whose abiding place is now at Nome, 
Alaska. ‘Those survivors present were 
beside A. W. Whitocher, Clarence E.

E. Balch of Haverbill and Harry L. 
Appleton of Malden, 

Previous to the lecture Mr. C. Huot- 
tress, presideot of the club, presented 
to Mr. C. E. Littlefleld a framed pic- 
ture of a group of the Blackfoot expedi- 
tiou taken on board the steamer Rival 
in Seattle, May 16, 1898, from which 
port they sailed the next day for St. 
Michael’s Alaska, where their real 
hardships and actual experiences of 
roughing it in the wilds of nature 
began. 

The lecture was replete with bumor- 
ous incidents of travel, of the life babits 
aud custoins of the natives of Alaska 
and it was told in a very interesting 
and instructive manner reflecting credit 
upon the author and showed to advan 
tage that he possessed a good idea of 
how to obtain useful and valuable in 
formation upon an entertaining topic 

During his delivery Mr. Whitcher 
wore the parka, mukluks and mushiog 
gloves ‘made from skins of animals, 
tanned by the natives with the bair on, 
the property of Mr. Littlefield, and 
which are used only when on the trail;

The Old ‘Warren Cadets,” 


Laat week we made some ettatement 
regarding areunion of this organization, 
to be held the coming #pring. 

The records are four wall kept books 
Che following extract from one of them 
is interesting: 

‘April 9, 1864. The company has 
been formed one year, during which 
time there have been 77 members, 46 
of whom have been discharged and 7 
have reinlisted, Three have joined the 
army and one the navy. 120 drills 
have been held during the year, under 
(wo military ioatructore, one captain, 
and two lieutenants, besides a largo 
oumber of under-oflcers, The Trust 
ess of the achool have furnished 84 
inusketa aod bayonets, aud 48 belts 
aud 48 bayonet scabbards. The mem- 
bers of the Company provided them 
selves with uniforms, and two exhibi 
tions bave been held for their benefit.” 

Tho driile were often held during the 
sohool recess and late in the afternoon 
Oa Oct, 10, 1864, the company turned 
out to receive the 22d Mass. Regiment, 
aud marched to thea Woburn Common, 
at 180 o'clock, rp. M, thence to the 
railroad station on Fowle street. A 
mioute account is given of the proces 
sion, of which A. J. Parker was chief 
marshall. Joho Oummiogs, Jr., wae 
one of the orators. 386 new members, 
moatly boys from outside the school, 
were added to the Company to serve 


till November, when the returo from 
the front of Company G (Woburn 


Mechanic Phalanx) 5th Mass. Regt 
was expected. 

Absence from drill reseived four de- 
merit marks; late at roll eall, one; in 
attention under arms two. 

Nov. 12, 1864 the company marched 
to West Cumbridge, now Arlington. 
Two members were discharged for dis- 
honorable eonduct during that march 
Discip!ine was strictly admigistered in 
those days. The experience was valu- 
able for both officers and privates, and 
we even believed that we had better 
times than the boys have now a days 
The excitement of the day during the 
Civil War was an inducement to all to 
be alive and awake, aod the many 
men Woburn had at the front was 
inducement for their children to copy 
their example. 

Besides, today, military exercise can 
do vo young parson any barm. It is 
oot the teaching them to kill one an- 
other, as some think, that does good. 
But the impersonal character of military 
discipline, the habit of paying strict at 
tention to the words of a superior when 
under arms. The learning to koow 
one’s proper place, ‘The exercise in 
the open air, for we drilled much out 
of-doors, was a means of strengthening 
our inuseles aod of adding to our self 
poise and coufidence in our own capa- 
bility to bear fatigue and ordivary ex- 
posure, with the average persons ‘about 
us. For one, the writer of these words 
is glad military drill has been added to 
our High Sebool, under a young, ep 
thusiastic and capable instructor. If I 
had any word of eriticiam for the pres- 
ent instruction, I should say that one 
hour a week is oot often enough. That 
instead of setting apart a set of smart 
boys to be officers, whose parenis are 
all able to buy expensive .uniforms | 
should (urn all such into the ranks, to 
luarn their duty as one would learn # 
trade from the bottom upwatds, aod 
have no expensive uniforms, except auch 
plumes aod other paraphernalia, be 
longing to the city, like the instruments 
musie, and select euch officers for 
the day from the members of the upper 
classes, and thus all would get a chance 
receive the full benefit of the in- 
struction, as privates and officers. 

On Nov. 16, 1864, it was proposed 
to form the company ioto a battalion of 
two companies, and William R Cutter 
became Major, Herbert J. Bodwell, 
Adjutant, L Wheeler Marion, Captain 
of tbe first company, and the Inte S 
Franksford Tru!l, Captain of the seo 
ond company.

At the end stands that wonderful 
Apocalypse, which fs at once an in 
spirntion and a mystery, full of beau 


ty und rich cadences. Interspersed 
inong all the unrratives are delight 
fully suggestive descriptions, some 
times presenting to us the simple life 
wf othe shepherd, again the luxurious 
urroundings of Ahnsuerus’ court. It Is 
not strange, therefore, that the Bible 
nakes a strong intellectual appeal to 
overs of literature and to men of un

ODD USES OF WHALEBONE. 


Wigs Are Made of It, and It Stiffens 
High Grade Silks. 

The notion ts popularly held that 
whalebone 1s derived from whales’ 
ribs, although many persons belleve 
that it comes from the tail of the big 
mammal, Both notions are incorrect. 

The function of whalebone in the 
life of the whale is of the utmost tm 
portance. ‘The inner edges of the 
whalebone plates ure frayed tnto th- 
humerable hairlike processes, and the 
whole forms a sort of sleve whereby 
the whale may sift out its food from 
the sea water. It must be remembered 
that the food of this gigantic crea- 
ture consists chiefly of minute organ- 
isms, crustacean, mollusen, ete., floating 
near the surface. 

When the whale opens its mouth and 
moves nlong a great multitude of these 
minute forms of life find their way tn. 
Then the whale closes {ts mouth, and 
the water 1s strained out through the 
whalebone sieve, and the food ts re- 
tained. 

The common uses of whalebone are 
known to everybody, It is, bowever, 
put to two uses not generally known 
even In England, where the fine inter- 
bal fringes mentioned are employed in 
nal mnktog of barristers’ wigs. By rea- 
son of their lightness they retain the 
curl better than does ordinary hatr 
Fine whalebone threads are also some 
times employed to stiffen the tissue in 
high grade silks.—Harper'’s Weekly,

TINY ELECTRIC IONS. 


Science Says They Are the Smallest 
Units In the World. 


We used to think that about the 
smuullest thing in the world was an 
atom of bydrogen, In fact, it was 


taken as the unit by which the atomic 
welght all metals was expressed 
lor instance, the smallest possible dl 
vision of the metal lead was found to 
be 206 times that of hydrogen, gold 
196 times, ete, 

HIand in hand, however, 
modern conception of the nature of 
the electric current, bas come a new 
conception of tufinitude in sinall things 
Now, they say, the smallest thing in 
the world divisable by the band of 
man is the electric jon, This is the 
individual unit of electricity, the moy 
ing part of a current when It passes 
through a wire. It is so small that it 
ean run through a copper bar at a 
speed of 186,000 miles a second with 
out turning corners, Electric ions 
trickle through a copper wire in much 
the same way as grains of sand 
through a sieve, 

Scientists, armed with instruments 
eousiderably finer than grocery store 
scales, have isolated and measured 
them and found that their relation to 
that lightest of all gases, hydrogen, 's 
uy» one to the seventeenth power of 
ten, or, in other words, the fraction 
representing their relation to an atom 
of hydrogen is expressed by a million 
initiion-millionth, — Chicago Record 
Llerald.

Lesson I.—Jesus walking on the sea, 
Mark vi, 45-56. Golden Text, Matt. 
Siv, 27, “Straightway Jesus spake unto 
them, saying, Be of good cheer; It is 1; 
not afraid.’ He often sends or 
ends His own into trouble that He 
nay reveal Himself more fully to them, 
ile is always In prayer for us and al- 
ways sees our toll and is never un- 
inindful of us. If we had ears to hear 
we might often hear Him say the 
words of the Golden Text. 

Lesson Il,—Clean and unclean, Mark 
vil, 1-18. Golden ‘Text, Rom. xiv, 17, 
“Por the kingdom of God is not meat 
und drink, but righteousness, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.” It 
is not the outward that counts before 
God if the heart Is not right. There 
must be that which men can see, but 
it must proceed from a new heart and 
a clean heart, a new birth from God 
by the Spirit and the word, Christ our 
righteousness In the heart. 

I esson III.—Mission to the gentiles 
Mark vil, 24-80; Matt. vill, 5-13, Golden 
Text, John vi, 87, “Him that cometh

to Me | will in nowise cast out.” 
The stories of the Roman centurion 
and the Syrophoenician woman take 


us outside of Israel and carry us back 
to the queen of Sheba and all kings 
who came to Solomon because of the 
Lord to hear His wisdom and to bring 
Him gifts, for the Lord was heard 
and worshiped through Solomon. 

Lesson IV.—Wanderings In Decapo- 
lis, Mark vil, 81 to vifl, 10. Golden 
Text, Mark vil, 87, “He hath done all 
things well. He maketh both the deaf 
to hear and the dumb to speak.” 
Whenever mouth and ears are yielded 
to Him He can give power to speak 
and hear, He said to a prophet at one 
time, “When I speak with thee I will 
open thy mouth” (Ezek. ili, 27). As to 
the hungry, them He filleth with good 
things (Luke {, 58; vi, 21). 

Lesson V.—The sign and the leaven, 
Mark vill, 11-26. Golden Text, John 
vill, 12 (R. V.), “Jesus spake unto 
them, saying, | am the Hght of the 
world.” * * * Bread for the body 
seemed more real to them than food 
for the soul. They were unbelieving 
and therefore more or less_ blind. 
Their eyes and ears did not profit 
them as they should. False doctrine 
abounded then, as now, and we must 
take heed what we hear and how. 


Lesson VI. — World's temperance 
Sunday, Hos. vii. Golden Text, Isa. 
vy, 11 (R. V.), “Woe unto them that 


rise up early in the morning that they 
may follow strong drink, that tarry 
late into the night till wine inflame 
them!" Hosea was contemporary with 
Isainh (Hos, |, 1; Isa, 1, 1), and both 
were faithful messengers of the Lord 
against the sin of drunkenness. But 
we must not forget the drunkenness 
without wine (Isa, xxix, 9). 

Lesson VII. — The great question, 
Mark viii, 27 to ix, 1, Golden Text, 
Matt. xvi, 16 “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God." Simon Peter, 
speaking at one time from God and at 
another from the devil (verse 83 and 
Matt. xvi, 17), should make us con 
sider who it is that is using us. While 
eternal life is the free gift of God, the 
cost of discipleship is the whole heart- 
ed renunciation of self, 

Lesson VIII.—The  transfiguration, 
Mark ix, 1-18. Golden Text, Luke ix, 
385 (R. V.), “A voice came out of the 
cloud, saying, his is My Son, My 
chosen; hear ye Him.” * * * This 
scene set forth the kingdom In minia- 
ture. The Son of Man glorified; the 
risen and translated saints represent- 
ed by Moses and Elijah; a righteous 
Israel represented by Veter, James 
and John, and at the foot of the mount 
the devil about to be cast out, 

Lesson IX,—The lunatic boy, Mark 
ix, 14-29. Golden Text, Mark ix, 25 
(R. Vo, “And Jesus said unto him: If 
thou canst! All things are possible 
to him that believeth.” The whole 
church Is as powerless to bind the 
devil and him out of the earth 
as were these disciples to deal with 
that demon possessed boy. But when 
Jesus shall come in His glory He will 
cast him into the pit for 1,000 years.

Approached through an opening be- 
tween the hills, it Is seen to be an oyal 
shaped yalley about half a mile across, 
It is about thirty tive feet deep, The bot- 
tom is hard and sandy, without vegeta-

Explorers seldom venture beyond the 
borders, though the deadly alr does not 
linmediately affect buman belogs.
